Railroad Smoke Reduced 75 Per Cent. 


With regard to the railroads, tests were made 
last spring of devices for the prevention of smoke 
from locomotives, May 1 a letter was sent to all 
the railroads mending to them certain de- 
vices and gi them four months in which to 
equip all their engines, Sept. 1 investigation de- 
veloped the fact that, as a general thing, the rail- 
roads were taking up the subject of smoke pre- 
vention in earnest. Recourse was had, however, 
to legal action against some of the roads end 
while it impossible to tell precisely the extent to 
which the smoke nuisance as caused by locomo- 
tives has deen reduced, the Society's 
engineers have been at work for the last. 
fortnight, watching the various locomotives 
closely, in order to get as precise information 
as possible. They have kept an account of the 
total number of locomotives observed and of 
those which were seen smoking. Compared with 
the figures taken in the same way last March a 
reduction since then of 75 per cent of the smoke 
caused by locomotives is, apparently, a conserva- 
tive estimate. This, however, applies only to 
such locomotives as come within two miles of the 
Court- House. 

The result of the suits against tugs bas been 
that 90 per cent of the nuisance caused by’tugs 
has been removed. The tugs constituting the re- 
maining 10 per cent belong to individual owners 
and seldom come into the Chicago River. Some 
of them are burning hard coal and some few are 
not, It has been extremely difficult to determine 
just what these individual tugs are doing, since 
they appear so seldom. 

To recapitulate: A little over $11,000 has been 
spout; a conservative estimate of future yearly 
expenses 1s about $17,000; between 300 and 325 
smoke nuisances in connection with stationary 
boilers have been removed; the locomotive smoke 
nuisance within two miles of the business center 
has been reduced 75 per cent; the tug nuisance 
has been reduced between 90 and 95 per cent. 
With these figures an intelligent decision can be 
reached as to the advisability of continuing the 
work. The society desires to add that if the 
smoke nuisance in Chicago has been reduced to 
any extent the exclusive credit does not belong to 
the Society for the Prevention of Smoke. A large 
share of it belongs to the newspapers, who have 
given it splendid support, and certainly a share 
to the Mayor and tothe Health Department of 
the City of Chicago. 


Many Obstacles in Its Way. 


Before closing this report the society desires 
to say one thing more, In the course of its work 
it has, unquestionably, made some mistakes. 
The task which lay before it was new. No at- 
tempt had ever before been made to accomplish 
it through an organization of a private character. 
As is the case with every new business, it was 
necessary to learn by experience. The society 
has not only made mistakes, but it has made 
enemies, and among them some men of wealth 
and influence. On this latter point it need only 
be said that this society would have been derelict 
in its duty if it had not made bitter enemies. If 
it had not made enemies the work wonld not 
have been done thoroughly. If it had not severe 
critics it cculd not say to you that its task has 
been done fearlessly and honestly. 

The injury done to the community by the smoke 
nuisance is appalling. It pollutes the air, it 
darkens the sky, and it damages everything it 
touches. The cost of the smoke nuisance is borne 
by the entire community. It constitutes an in- 
voluntary tax on every man and woman in the 
city, amoanting annually to many millions of 
dollars. 

It has been demonstrated that the fearful 
nuisance can be abated at a comparatively small 
expense on the part of those who cause it. 

If the people of Chicago wish to be rid of this 
stupendous evil and of the cost of maintaining 
it, let them give earnest and hearty support to 
the efforts of the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke. The society has a small force of men 
thoroughly fitted for its work. The field to be 
covered is very large and with a greater number 
of men the work can be done more rapidly. 

It can now be confidently asserted that the 
smoke nuisance cana be practically abated by a 
private organization which receives the support 
of the public. The time required to abate it de- 
pends entirely apon the facilities at the command 
of such an organization. It should be said fur- 
ther that the efforts of any such organization 
should not end when the nuisance has been 
abated, as continual watchfulness is necessary to 
prevent its return.

Offered $500 for a Substitute. 
Mr. Adams then stated that Samuel W. Al- 


ierton, who is a direetor of the society, was 
called to New York, and regretted that he 


could not be present. He had stated to Mr. 


Adams, however, that he would serve another 
year, but preferred that some one tuke his 
place, and promised a contribution of $500 if 
a substitute could be found. 

Mr. Head discussed the causes of smoke, ex- 
plaining how the gas created by bitummous 
coal when at a certain stage of combustion 
turned to smoke if sufficient oxygen was not 
introduced to consume the carbon. It was 
necessary to do this just at the right time. He 
then spoke of the devices for the prevention 
of smoke, giving some attention to the down- 
draft furnace. Ide greatest trouble,“ he 
continued, is that almost every boiler in the 
territory creating the nuisance is doing 
double duty. This is one trouble with the 
Edison company. It has ten boilers when it 
should have twenty, and it cannot 
have more on account of a lack 
of space, The society has been criticised 
more on account of the Edison company than 
for any other thing. 


Mr. Farwell Gives Good Testimony. 


Mr. Farweli was called upon and he testified 
as to the success of the society in stopping the 
smoke on the river. He said that the 
tugs injured the business of the mercantile 
establishments along the river in two ways. 
One was direct and the damage could be esti- 
mated. The other was indirect and it drove 
away custom, and could nut be estimated. 
He said complaints were often made by coun- 
try merchants that the goods of a department 
were dirty. Hesaid that the situation on the 
river was 90 per cent better than it was a year 
ago. 

Mr. Mason thought that if all of the 
directors would follow Mr. Allerton’s course, 
quite a little money could be raised. He said 
that it had been suggested that the only 
remedy for the prevention of railroad acci- 
dents was to tie a director on each train. This 
might be a good idea, he thought, to apply 
to the Edison company. ‘The society 
might,“ be said, suspend some ot the 


| efficers of the Edison company from the two 


big smokestacks. I don’t want to be mean 
and I am willing to contribute one of my 
own profession, and he looked at Mr. Beale, 
who is the attorney for the Edison company, 
and created a hearty laugh. 

This allusion was the means of Mr. Adams 
calling upon Mr. Beale next. He took the 
joke in good part and expressed his gratitude 
for the considerate way in which the Edison 
company had been treated by the society. He 
thought the smoke of the Edison company an 
unmitigated fluisance and said the officers 
of the company thought the same. He said 
the company wasin the position of the boy 
who had to go to bed while his trousers were 
being mended. Mr. Insull sustained Mr. 
Beale. He said the company was paying 
$120 a day alone to get a superior quality of 
coal in order that it might partially remove 
the nuisance. One of the directors had re- 
marked yesterday that he would be willing to 
vote 20,000 it the nuisance could be abated 
for sixty days.

AOOOMMODATIONS TO BE FURNISHED 
THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The “ Wentworth Tract,” Between Seventy- 
fifth and Seventy-ninth Streets, Secured 
for the Encampment—Work of the Com- 
mittee Having the Matter in Charge— 
How the Land Was Secured—The Ad- 
jutant-General of Illinois to Be Asked 
to Furnish Tents and Equipage. 

Troops of the army and National Guard will 
be encamped in Chicago during the progress 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition. The 
government is making arrangements for the 
location of a model army camp, and yesterday 
negotiations were completed which will enabie 
National Guard troops from all over the coun- 
try to be present. 

At the meeting of the Illinois National 
Guard Association, which was held in this 
city last week, the following resolution was 
offered and unanimous'y adopted: 

Wuereas, There has been no provision what- 
ever made by the General Government or the 
World’s Fair authorities for space or grounds for 
the encampment and accommodation of the many 
different organizations of the National Guard of 
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Virginia, Washington, O. a, and California 
have signified their intention of securing legis- 
lation which will prov for the annual en- 
campments of those in Chicago next 
year.

SCAFFOLD FALLS AND TE 


The Accident Caused by the Breaking of a 
Ropes 

Three Swedes who were nailing sheet-iron 

on the underside of the engine-room of the 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul bridge at 


Kinzie street at 7:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing fell from a scaffold to the floor of the 
bridge, a distance of twenty feet, and were all 
more or less injured. :

bodies, and in order that suitable camping ac- 
commodations may be proyided we have made 
arrangements with the | es of the property 
known as the Wentworth Tract,” consisting of 
eigkty acres, which lies between Seventy-fifth and 
Seventy-ninth streets, Yates and French avenues, 
for the use of that tract as a camp ground for the 


National Guard of the United States during the 


continuance of the Fair, and hereby request the 
Adjutant-General of the State of Lllinois to fur- 
nish tentage and camp equipage for this purpose. 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution. be sent 
to the Adjutants-General of the different States 
and Territories and the District of Columbia. 

After the adoption of the resolution the com- 
mittee decided totake up the active work of 
pushing the matter at once. The committee’s 
headquarters will be at Nos. 90 and 92 Dear- 
born street, and First-Lieut. Henry Barrett 
Chamberlin, First Infantry, L N. G., was ap- 
pointed Secretary, with instructions to push 
the matter forward immediately. 

Location of the Camp. 

The Wentworth tract is one of the best 
locations for the purpose that can be obtained. 
It lies close to the Exposition grounds; is 
reached by numerous steam and street rail- 
ways, and is not far from the lake. The 
troops of the National Guard will have the 
grounds free of charge. The lessees have 
placed the tract at the disposal of the commit- 
tee at merely a nominal sum and will reim- 
burse themselves by reserving a small margin 
around the grounds, on which they will erect 
a grand stand. No admission will be charged 
to the grounds, but if people desire to sit 
inthe grand stand they will be required to 
pay a small fee for the privilege. The people 
who control the tract have agreed to construct 
sewers, level it, and put it in first-class condi- 
tion, and active work in this direction is al- 
ready progressing. The enterprise has started 
out well, and the committee expresses the 
belief that it will be most successful and of 
great benefit to the guard. : 

A year ago Col. Turner attempted to secure 
this ground for the same purpose and a price 
of $2,000 per acre was asked for it. Now the 
troops will have it for nothing and it will be 
prepared for occupancy without cost to the 
soldiers. The expenses of the committee in 
promoting the plan will aggregate about 
$3,000 and this sum will be raised by sub- 
scriptions. Those citizens who are desirous of 
seeing the troops in this city during the Fair 
will be asked to contribute. The ground has 


been transferred to the committee, Col. Tur- 


ner holding it in trust for military purposes,

The rope was old and 
weak, but Wolf thinks that it was burned 
during the previous night by a spark from a 
passing engine. 


HE IS DESTITUTE AND 104 YEARS OLD. 


Awful Condition of Michael Adomski, Who 
Was Hurt by a Switch- Engine. 

Michael Adomski, 104 years old, is lying in 
alittle shanty at No. 8733 Houston avenue 
with a fractured leg and a terribly scalded 
arm. He is destitute, practically without 
food, clothing, and the common necessities of 
life, and has, so his neighbors say, been the 
victim of gross neglect. 

Thursday evening he was crossing the tracks 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at Eighty- 
third street when a switch-engine ran him 
down, fracturing his leg above the ankle. He 
wae thrown to one side of the track,. where 
escaping steam scaided his right arm in a 
frightful manner. The old man was 
carried to the miserable hovel 
where he lives with his wife, who 
is in her ninetieth year. He was laid on a bed 
without either sheet or quilt, with nothing but 
an old mattress to cover him, and he is in that 
condition yet. A surgeon for the railroad 
company called on him Thursday night and 
bound up the fractured limb, did nothing for 
the scalded arm and left no medicine. The 
doctor cailed again yesterday, looked at the 
patient, and said he would call again Sunday. 

Adomski was born in Posen, Prussian Po- 
land, Oct. 18, 1788, and came to this country 
His wife tries to make 
a livmg peddling. They have two daughters, 
aged 68 and 70 years, who live on the West 
Side, but they, too, are in poor circumstances 
and ean lend but little aid, if any, to their 
aged parents. Adomski has been a laborer 
all of his life, and is remarkably well pre- 
served for his great age. 


HIT HIS FRIEND, NOT THE TARGET. 


Fred Olsen Accidentally Puts a Bullet Into 
Hafben Foftum’s Back. 

Hafben Foftum, night porter at the Royal 
Hotel on Milwaukee avenue, and Fred 
Olsen, night clerk, went into the 
shooting gallery at No. 395 Milwaukee ave- 
nue yesterday about noon. After several 
shots had been fired by each a discussion 
arose as to who had made the best score. In 
order to decide this Foftum went up to one of 
the targets to examine it. 

I'm ahead, Olsen,“ he said, but you have 
another shot, so fire ahead. You might tie 
me.“ 

Olsen hesitated about doing so while bis 
friend stood so near the target, but Foftum 
only laughed and told Olsen not to pay any 
attention to him. The latter raised the rifle 
and fired. The bullet struck Foftum in the 
left leg near the thigh. As he fell to the 
ground Olsen fled from the place. Later he 
went to the West Chieago Avenue Station 
where he toid the Desk Sergeant of the affair 
and he was locked up. The wougded man 
was sent to the St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, where 
it was found that the bullet had taken an up- 
ward course and had lodged in his back. His 
condition is considered serious.

PERSONS WHO WERE ON THE SPREE 
ARRIVE IN OHIOAGO. 


Anton Kunz's Pathetic Meeting at the De- 
pot with His Wife—He Gives a Thrill- 
ing Account of the Accident—A Young 
German Greets His Fiancee—Stephen 
Doring Tells of the Scare—N. K. Borthas 
Thinks the Company Will Lose $200,- 
000 by the Mishap. 


In the usyal throng that nightly awaits the ar- 
rival of the Erie train from New York at the 
Polk Street Depot there was one woman last 
night that passed up and down the train en- 
trance with a decidedly noticeable appearance 
of anxiety and nervousness. Every time a bell 
would clang down the track her eyes would 
eagerly scan the distance in that direction. 
The train was thirty minutes late, but when it 
did rollin and a little gray-whiskered man 
stepped from it her eyes tilled with tears of 
gladness, and as she met him a kiss was ex- 
changed that told the joy of meeting. 

The man was Anton Kunz, the woman his 
wife. Why was sheso glad to see him? Why 
did the tears roll down her cheeks when she 
caught sight of his kindly face? Words can 
never tell. To her it was like meeting a loved 
one arisen from the grave, for her husband 
was one of the passengers on the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Spree, which was towed into 
Queenstown by the steamer Lake Huron Dec. 
2 after having broken her monster shaft and 
being tossed and wrenched at the mercy of a 
terrible high sea for forty-eight hours. 
He had fairly been within the jaws of 
death, had stared at the gaping cavern, 
and had been rescued when all hope had flea, 
when men and women had lost their reason 
from fright, and wnen the ship was filled with 
water to a depth of twenty feet in the second 
cabin. Neither is it surprising that Anton 
Kunz’s face beamed with joy as he greeted his 
wife with a kiss and gave his brother a 
hearty handshaking. Mr. Kunz is a promi- 
nent Chicago wine merchant, and has been 
paying his old home at Bingen on the Rhine 
a visit. He has been gone about three 
months. 

Other Scenes at the Depot. 

Following immediately behind Mr. Kunz 
were twenty-five more of the passengers that 
were on the Spree, Many of them had friends, 
but one in particular was met by a handsome 
young German who kissed and embraced her 
so sincerely that she knew she had a welcome 
and something more than a warm spot in this 
young fellow’s heart. And- she was pretty, 
too. Of medium height ana build, a rosy 
complexion, and sparkling eyes. The experi- 
ence of this young girl was one of the most 
sad and touching of the many 
on the Spree during the hours that 
death lurked so near. She is one of the 
four women who lost their reason through 
fright and was placed in the hospital. Her 
surroundings were oblivion after the shock 
came, and she did not again realize the dan- 
ger until the Lake Huron had the Spree in 
tow. It is understood that she is to marry 
the young man who met her, .and came to 
America for that purpose. The couple would 
not talk. 

Of the twenty-five immigrants on the train 
about fifteen of them will remain in Chicago 
and vicinity, one went to Denver, and two to 
St. Joe; Mo., on the Rock Island road at 11:15 
— night. The others will locate in Central 

oWwa. 

Mr. Kunz, when asked to relate his experi- 
ence, said: I never want to go through an- 
other experience like that. I never thought I 
would set foot on land again, much less of 
seeing Chicago, and everybody felt the same 
way. Everybody got live-preservers when the 
ship commenced to take water. I remained 
onthe upper deck, Of the many hundred 
people on board, expecting the ship to sink 
every minute, there wereeonly a few who lost 
their heads or showed cowardice, and of these 
few the majority, I am ashamed to say, were 
men. They showed the weakness of cowards, 
they wept and cursed, made a rush for live 
preservers, and selfishly he on to them. 

“We Are All Lost.” 

**Shortly before 7 o’clock on the morning 
that the shaft broke a Bavarian came to my 
door and cried: We are all lost! 
I dressed and washed, went. out on 
the deck, took in the situation. 
and about came to the conclusion that he was 
pretty near right in his calculations. I kept 
cool, although my heart sank. Many of the 
passengers were panic-stricken, and we had 
hard work to pacify them. I saw the man 
that jumped overboard in the water, bobbing 
up and down, but nothing could be done for 
him. 

Much praise is due the women. They were 
the brave ones of the crowd, and their con- 
duct must have put many of the men to 
shame. The officers of the vessel also de- 
serve praise. They kept among us all the 
time und made preparations to try to aid us 
in case the ship went down. I didn’t see the 
Captain among the passengers at all, but the 
second officers deserve special credit.“ 

Mr. Kunz says that while some of the 
scenes were sad others were ludi- 
crous. He saw one extremely tat 
woman with a life-preserver around her waist 
and a satchel in one hand and a bundle in the 
other. With these she frantically paced up 
and down the cabin ail day and all night. He 
also told of aGerman who, with a life-pre- 
server around his waist, carried a violin-box 
in his hand morning, noon, and night. 

“Did you attend Mr. Moody's prayer-meet- 
ma? 

„No: I didn’t know anything about it. I 
was out on the upper deck at that time, and 
did noé hear of it until after it was all over. 
No; I didn’t say any prayers in that meeting, 
although if I had known that Moody was go- 
ing to lead it I would have been there, 
You bet that there was a load 
taken off my heart when I set 
my feet on dry land at Queenstown and I am 
the happiest man in Chicago tonight. 

Stephen Doring’s Experience. 

Another cabin passenger that came in on 
the Erie train was Stephen Dormg of St. 
Joseph, Mo. He saw the man jump over- 
board and saw the four women who went in- 
sane. Hope had so far gone with him that he 
had written a message to his friends and 
had a bottle ready to inclose it and 
throw it into the sea in case the 
ship went down. He was one of 
the 600 who prayed with Evangelist Moody 
and Gen. Howard in the saloon. The prayers 
of Moody lasted nearly an hour. He prayed 
for relief, for the seas to calm, for rescue; 
and was followed by Gen. Howard. Of the 
600 nearly all were on their knees 
during that hour. 

„Did the prayers save the ship?“ he was 
asked. 

‘* Well, they were sincere enough to move 
the world, ana I can’t be made to believe that 
they were wasted. If they did nothing more 
they nade many minds feel easier. 

What do you estimate your company has 
lost by the accident to the Spree?” was asked 
of N. A. Borthas, manager at Bremen of the 
North German Lioyd steamship line, who 
was in the city yesterday. 

„Our loss will aggregate at least $200, 
000, and this we will lose, as we carry our own 
insurance.” 

„Do you think that the Spree was in serious 
danger of sinking or going to pieces? 

„No, indeed. The ship couldn’t sink, and, 
in my mind, there was really little danger. 
The accident has been overestimated.“ 

“Then you don’t think the prayers of 
Evangelist Moody and others saved the ves- 
sel? ; 

“Perhaps they did,” replied Mr. Borthas, 
„but the Huron had mote to do with it than 
- anything else.” | 
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MAKE CHARGES AGAINST THE POLICE. 


Strong Statements Made at the Meeting of 
the IIlinois Conference of Charities. 

The Police Justices and the police of Chica- 
go were bitterly denounced at a meeting of 
the Illinois Conference of Charities held at 
the Sherman House last night. Mrs. M. R. 
M. Wallace in a few words pointed out the 
growing want of a reformatory school for 
young girls, and asked that the society in- 
dorse the bill which will be presented 
to the next Legislature asking for the 
establishment of an institution of this kind. 
Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, a representative of the 
W. C. T. U., who was present, heartily sup- 
ported Mrs, Wallace. 

No one can realize, she said, the num- 
ber of half-grown girls who are occupying our 
streets and rapidly going down the hill to de- 
struction. I assert, and I have taken the pains 
to examine into the subject, that many of 
these girls are kept on the streets so that the 
police and Police Justices can wring their 
dollar out of their shame. Tt is time for 
Christian men to do something for women.“ 

I. P. Rumsey made a similar charge against 
the police and the Police Justices. 

A resolution determining to carry out the 
request of Mrs. Wallace was unanimously 
passed, and it was also decided to appoint a 
committee of five to wait on the Legislature and 
advocate support of the bill from its members. 
A committee was appointed to confer with a 
number of delegates who will arrive in town 
today with regard to the entertainment with 
regari tothe members of foreign charity or- 
ganizations who will be present at the World's

MAIL BAG MISSING 


It Disappears Dec. 3 and Has 
Not Been Heard of Since. 


BIG SUM OF MONEY LOST. 


Banks at Fairbury, III., Are the 
Principal Sufferers. 


OFFICIALS WILL NOT TALK, 


At Chicago All Knowledge of the Affair 
Is Diselaimed. 


TWO RAILROADS ARE INTERESTED, 


. 

Chicago banks and Fairbury, IIL, banks 
and merchants are anxious to know the where- 
abouts of a certain mail pouch that left Fair- 
bury Dec. 3 and has not been heard of since. 

The pouch was made up at the Fairbury of- 
fice and placed aboard a Toledo, Peoria and 
Western east-bound train at 9:30 p. m. and 
thrown off at Forest, at which point it is usu- 
ally placed aboard the north-bound train on 
the Wabash, which takes it to Chicago. This 
pouch is the heaviest made up in this office, as 
the banks and business houses send the most 
of their Chicago correspondence in the even- 
ing for early morning delivery in Chicago, 

The Fairbury banks interested in the missing 
pouch are the First National and those of 
Beach & Dominy, and A. B. Claudon. The 
First National Bank had individual drafts on 
their Chicago exchange, the Metropolitan Na- 
tional Bank, to the amount of $2,500, besides 
drafts issued against the Metropolitan ‘for 
Fairbury merchànts in favor of Chicago whole- 
sale houses amounting to an equa) amount, 
Beach & Dominy had about the same amount. 
The bank of A. B. Claudon fared no better. 
Mr. Claudon had an individuai draft on his 
Chicago exchange, the Union National Bank, 
of over $1,000, while he had issued drafts to 
the same amount to local merchaats. 

A large amount in currency and postal 
notes was also in the pouch, but the figures 
can only be guessed. 

No Trace to Be Found. 

The postoffice authorities at Fairbury did 
not hear of the loss of the pouch until the 
banks there began to receive letters inquiring 
why certain houses had net remitted the 
amount due wholesalers in Chicago. Upon 
this information an investigation of 
the whereabouts of the pouch was 
instituted, but it is still a mystery 
Ten years ago a pouch for Chicago was 
stolen when the Central received it at Gilman. 
After a long search the pouch was found but 
the contents were gone. The Fairbury people 
do not expect any better luck this time. 

The work of tracing the missing pouch does 
not seem to be meeting with much success. 
Officials of the Toledo, Peoria and Western 
will say nothing, and those of the Wabash are

Nevertheless, this does not help the 
bury bankers and merchants who have money, 
in the pouch. They have heard nothing of 
the contents of the missing mail since the 


evening of Dec. 3, and they are getting decid- — 


edly anxious to get some trace of them. 

A visit to the Postoffice last night threw no 
light on the whereabouts of the missing pouch. 
Nobody cared to discuss the matter, and no 
one would even admit that anything intrusted 
to Uncle Sam’s care was missing. 

At the Wabash offices it was said that the 
evening mail from Fairbury was due at Cin-- 
cago at 7 o’clock the next morning, but as to 
the evening mail of Dec. 3 there was no in- 
formation to be had. 

Two mail trains run daily from Fairbury 
to Chicago. The morning train is due here 
at 7 o’clock and the evening train at 5:30, 
These are not through mail trains, as the Fair- 
bury mail for Chicago is placed on the T. P. 
and W., from which road it is transferred 
to the Wabash at Forest. There is a joint 
agent of the two roads at Forest, and the mail 
is carried about 200 yards in being transferred 
from one train .tothe other. But one man 
handles the mail at that point, and the respon. 
sibility for any loss occurring there could be 
easily placed.

INQUIRY WANTED BY THE EMPEROR, 


Loewe's Letter to Boulanger to Be Investi-

Co., and G. H. Wright, formerly financial 
manager of the Liberator Building Society, 
which recently failed, were arraigned in the 
Bow Street Police Court today on a charge of 
fraud, forgery, and embezziement preferred 
by the Treasury. The counsel for the Treas- 
ury stated that Hobbs & Co, owed to the Lib- 
erator Society £2,099,000 obtained while Hobbs 
was managing director of the Liberator 
Building Society. Important books belong- 
mg to the Liberator Building Society were 
misting and a number of bills paid had 
been falsified. J. W. Hobbs was formerly 
Mayor of Croydot. At the recent meeting of 
the depositors and shareholders of the Libera- 
tor Building Society it was stated that out of 
the total sum of £3,423,074 lent on mortgage 
by far the largest portion had been advanced 
to one limi 2 A sum of 42,078, 445 
was due to the society from J. W. Hobbs & 
Co., limited. The real estate company owed 
the Secretary -£481,915, and the house and 
land investment trust were debtors to the ex- 
tent of £627,890. These three companies, 
who were ail in liquidation, therefore owed 
the Secretary 43.188.986. Investigation 
brought out evidence of transactions which 
the public authorities regarded as criminal, 
and prosecution followed.

Mexican Concession to New Industries, 

Crry or Mexico, Dec. 16.—A law authorizing the 
President to grant privileges and concessions and 
make contracts with a view to the introduction 
of new industries into the country has been ap- 
proved. It provides that the authorization shall 
last five years, that the period of enjoyment of 
privileges granted is not to exceed ten vears, that 
the minimum capital employed by any such 
enterprise shall’ be $250,000, that such 
capital shall be free of Federal 
taxes for ten years, that there «hall be granted 
the right of free transportation of all materials, 
machinery, and tools required for building or es- 
tablishing a factory, that concessionaires must 
be put under bond for faithful compliance with

— aang is to be guaranteed by a deposit in 
the form of national bonds. Congress brought its 
session to a close at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


Cabinet Downfall Predicted in Spain, 


Maprip, Dec. 16.—A meeting of prominent 
members of the Conservative party has been 
held here to consider the political situation. 
Sefior Canovas del Castilho, late Prime Minis- 
ter, maintained that his Cabinet had not fallen 
through supporting corrupt municipal officials, 
but that their retirement had been caused by the 
discord in Pariiament.

BOARD OF CONTROL SHAKEN UP, 


Director-General Davis Submits Plain Facts 
to That Body. 

Director-Generaf Davis, by order of the Na- 
tional Commission, is required to make a re- 
port atevery session of the Board of Control. 
The Director-General took occasion yesterday 
to set forth that vexatious and unnecessary 
delay was being occasioned through lack of 
the adoption of rules covering many points in 
the conduct of the Exposition.

an extract from his report: 

The demand is made, and has been for more 
than a year, that the cost of power, light, and 
water should be tixed and published.

— ofthe Exposition, not an officer of the 

xposition is authorized to state to an exhibiter 
what this cost will be. 

Exhibiters of machinery and of electrical ap- 
paratus decline to accept their space until this 
question is settled. Their delay has cost us the 
loss of some of our most important exhibits. 

The chiefs of departments are getting into the 
buildings they bave been directed to assume 
charge of, and no further delay can be permitted 
without serious delay to the Exposition. It was 
the intention that we should have six months in 
which to install the exhibits—none too long—and 
there is but little more than four left for that pur- 
pose, aud every day lost now in any department 
is a delay that cannot be reciaimed. 

It is necessary, in my opinion, that every con- 
tractor and every department should work every 
available man that can be put on work from this 
time forth, else we will be greatly behind. 

Asawhole the general outlook for efficiency 
and success is better than when you last met. It 
is not in a fault-finding spirit that 1 mention 
these matters, but it is for the purpose of briefly 
emphasizing the vital necessity for such action by 
the administrative bodies asx will not 
only permit but force the executive 
officers to united. ceaseless effort in 
every direction. Any unnecessary formalit 
in details, any too technical methods of — 
ure, any further needless delay in formulating 
rules and regulations for the guidance and infor- 
mation of exhibitere should be done away with 
and estopped and the agencies from whose effec- 
tive employment so great results are demanded be 
urged to their greatest capacity and efficiency. 
Upon the work of a few short weexsdo all the 
plans of months and a colossal fiduciary invest- 
ment forever and irredeemably depend. No of- 
ficer of this Exposition can evade the tremendous 
responsibility by indirection, hesitation, and cap- 
tiousness, for whatever cause, for ever so brief a

r cent, 

It is thought this evening that the “pinch ”’ 
in money is over. No loans are made or 
needed on the exchange Saturday and some 
of the money now locked up will be released 
before Monday noon, About $5,000,000 in the 
aggregate was withdrawn yesterday and to- 
day for payment on the Atlantic Avenue 
(Brooklyn) Street railway deal and on the 
new issue of general electrie bonds. One of 
the conjectures made in the street was that a 
number of banks and trust companies had 
coéperated in calling loans with a view 
to raising the interest rate in order to check 
the gold efflux and at the same time make a 
more profitable basis on which to make time 
loans. At any rate the exchanges were easier 
today on the advance in the money market, 
and the negotiation of sterling loans amount- 
to £450,000, and no gold was taken for 
shipment from this port tomorrow. It is un- 
derstood, however, $600,000 will go out 
from Boston. Estimates as to how much 
will be exported by Tuesday’s German steam- 
er run high, but in present circumstances 
they can be little more than guesses.

No definite medical statement of Mr. 
Blaine’s case is given out. It is still a matter 
of conjecture whether he has Bright's disease 
or some milder form of kidney trouble, but 
there is no uncertainty about the general 
breaking up of his system. It is also known 
that the bronchial symptoms have not im- 
proved, Mr. Blaine still suffers in his lungs 
and the danger of pneumonia supervening is 
not past.

| KILLED FOUR WOMEN. 
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RICRARD EDWARDS ARRESTED FOR 


3 . 

Captured at West Superior, He Will Be 
Taken to Texas te Answer for a Series 
of Atrocious Crimes—Last May the Wife 
of a Prominent Physician Was Robbed 
and Shot and Three Other Women Were 
Slain—No Motive for Three of the Kill- 
ings Is Known. 


Wrer Surzntor, Wis., Dee. 16.—[Special. }— 
Behind the bars of Douglas County Jail in 
this city is a man charged with the most coid- 
blooded series of crimes, ever committed in 
Texas. His name is Richard Edwards, alias 
Teras Jack.“ He is charged with the mur- 
der of four women at Denison on the night of 
May 17 last. One after another the women 
were stealthily approached and shot, without 
provocation. Rewards aggregating $5,000 
were offered for the arrest of the assassin, and 
for seven months the authorities of Denison 
and half the cities in the Southwest have 
searched for the criminal, 

Edwards came here some days ago and 
was taken in custody on information received 
from St. Louis.. The arrest was made three 
days ago, the fact being suppressed. Today 
the Sheriff of Grayson County and the Chief 
of Police of Denison arrived in Superior to 
take the prisoner to Texas. Application was 
at onee made for requisition papers and as 
soon as they arrive the officers will start for 
Denison with their man. 

The crime of which Edwards is charged is a 
strangely shocking one. The evening of May 
17 Mrs. , “peace the wife of Dr. Haynes, one 
of the most prominent residents of Denison, 
with her mother, Mrs. Garner, who lived in 
an adjoining mansion on Woodlawn boule- 
vard, returned home from a church entertain- 
ment shortly after 10 o’clock. Noticing a 
light in her room Mrs. Haynes, remarking to 
her mother that her husband was 
home before her, entered her house. 
A number of the Garner family heard Mrs. 
Haynes say: [It's me,” “It’s me,” “It’s 
me. She supposed that Mrs. Haynes was 
calling to her husband. Mra. Garner passed 
into her home. 


Startled by a Scream. 


Perhaps two minutes passed by before a 
loud scream startled the whole Garner family. 
rd more cries and pistol shots. 
Hurrying over to the Haynes residence the 
Garners looked in vain for Mrs. Haynes. 
neighbors were aroused and a search- 
ing party was formed. In an ad- 
joining lot, at the foot of a hill, among 
overturned rocks, showing there had been 
a struggle, Mrs. Haynes’ — was found. A 
pistol ball had gone in at the forehead and out 
at the back of the bead and had buried itself 
in the ground, Another ball had passed 
through the shoulder. Her watch and chain 
were gone. A finger had been pounded until 
the bones were broken and a diamond ring 
was forced off. Death had followed quickly 
on the second shot. 

Half an hour after the Haynes tragedy and 
about the time it would take a man to reach 
what is known as “the half-acre,’’ where are 
grou the latticed and high-fenced abodes 
of half-worid, two shots were heard at 
one of these resorts. The assassin stood on 
the porch, His mark was Maud Kramer. The 
girl sat in a. low chair in the center of the 
room. About her were four other women and 
several men. None of them were hurt. The 
shots were well aimed. One ball struck in 
the left breast of the Kramer girl and the 
other a little lower. The girl lingered a few 
days and then died. 

Forty minutes after the shooting a woman 
named Rose Stewart in“ another resort not far 
distant went to her room to change her dress 
for the pose of going to the bedside of 
Maud Kramer. Between the two there had 
been a close friendship. As she threw her 
dress over her head a shot was fired from the 
outside of the house. A ball struck the woman 
in the breast. She fell and the assassin left 
without another attempt, apparently thinking 
he had done his work. 


Murder of Miss Florestine Hawley. 


It was now considerably past midnight. A 
few minutes after 3 o’clock, perhaps a couple 
of hours after the second shooting in “The 
Half Acre,” a man raised a kitchen window 
and crept into the house of Mrs. Dr. Hawley. 
Opeuing the rear door of the kitchen to have 
easy exit, the man passed into the sleeping- 
room of the sisters, Misses Florestine and 
Alice Hawley. The latter awoke. She is a 
cool-headed young lady. Knowing that her 
sister was exceedingly nervous and would be 
come hysterical if aroused, Miss Alice tried to 
parley with the intruder. * Don’t hurt us, 
she pleaded. ‘‘ You can have all our jewelry 
and all of the money we have, but please don’t 
hurt us. 

No,“ said the man, “I don't want that. 
I'm going to kill your sister. Aroused by 
the cou versation Miss Forest ine sprang up 
and with a scream ran out of the room and to 
her mother’s The mother awoke and 
put ber arms around the girl. The other sis- 
ter called for help. A young man who had a 
room in the house came to see what was the 
matter. The assassin ran out through the 
kitchen. Passing around the house he found 
a window opening into the room of Mrs. Haw- 
lew. There was no light, but the window had 
been raised for air. The mother and daughter 
could be seen sitting on the. He fired. 
The bullet. passed behind the mother. 
and entered the back of the daugh- 
ter. Miss Florestine fell forward 
in the doorway between the rooms, 


CHICAGO CREDITORS MAY BENEFIT. 


Officers of the Northwestern Spice-Works 
Accused of Conspiracy. 

Srovx Crry, Ia., Dec. 16.—[Special. ]}—The 
stockholders in the Northwestern Spice- 
Works which failed several months ago have 
filed affidavits charging President Wilbur 
and the creditors, John P. Adams, Mary 
Adams, and J. T. Greenleaf of New York, 
who made the tirst attachments, with 
conspiracy to wreck the company and 
have begun suit for $25,000 damages 
against. them.

NO SUCH ©LAUSE IN THE POLICY, 


Joliet Steel Mills Not Refused Permission 
to Shut Down. 

It was reported in New York a day or two 
ago that the manager of an insurance com- 
pany had refused to grant permission ina 
policy issued by him for the Joliet (III.) Steel 
Rollmg Mill company to remain idle for 
three months. The reason given was 
that steel rails are now coming 
from Europe as ballast and are 
entering into competition with steel 
rolling mills in the United States to such an 
alarming extent that numbers of the steel 
mills are being closed down and that it was 
the opinion of a prominent railroad manager 

t the mill will never again be running. 

Jay C. Morse, the President of the [llinois 
Steel company, which takes in the Joliet 
concern, was asked yesterday if there was any 
foundation for the report and said: 

It is absurd. There is no clause in our 
insurance policies that could enabie a com- 
pany to dictate whether we run or remain 
idle. I never heard of such a thing being 
done by any insurance company or the agent 
of any company. If steel rails are being used 
for ballast, it is the first I have heard of it and 
I don’t believe the statement. We have not 
felt the competition with European steel rails. 
The Joliet plant will be closed down Jan. 1 
and remain closed for three months. This is 
done that extensive repairs may be made and 
new machinery put in.

HE MAKES A DENIAL. | 


w. B. OONKEY SAYS HE SEOURED HIS 
OONTRAOT FAIRLY, 


He Tells the Investigating Committee That 
He Made a Generous Offer, Giving the 
Exposition Cause to Rejoice—Henry 
Askew Plies Him with Questions—A 
$10,000 Salary for Handy as Editor— 
Committee Members Testify—Taney’s In- 
terest in the Matter Nominal. 


W. B. Conkey and his concession for print 
ing Worid’s Fair catalogues were given atten- 
tion in the directors’ room in the Rand-Mc- 
Nally Bfilding yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of 100 interested spectators. Mr. 
Conkey took the stand and made a sweeping 
denial of any unfair methods in obtaining the 
contract. Hesaid he had made a generous 
offer, larger probably than any other repu- 
table firm could make, and he thought the 
Exposition as well as himself had cause to re- 
joice at its advantageous terms. 

The special committee charged with the 
investigation, consist ing of Ex Judge Thomas 
A. Moran for the people in general. Kdwin 
Walker for the World’s Fair directors, and 
Mark L. Crawford for the labor interests, 
heard the testimony of half a dozen witnesses, 
including Mr. Conkey himself, who was on 
the gridiron for an hour, and seemed to en- 
joy it. 

Two o’clock was the hour set for the hear- 
ing. The seats in the directors’ room were 
soon filled and the overflow occupied the 
directors’ desks or stood about the room. 
Henry Askew appeared for the labor 
interests, while Judge Page represented 
Mr. Conkey. Others representing the 
labor interests were John C. Harding, F. A. 
Kidd, M. H. Madden, W. C. Roberts, 
and Jason Lewis, who with Mr. Askew repre- 
sented Typographical Union No. 16; and 
Thomas J. Mitchell and William Groves for 
the Trade and Labor Assembly. Forthe Ex- 

ition there were representatives of both the 
ocal corporation and the National Commis- 
sion. There were present Directors Peck, 
Keith, McNally, Kerfoot, Nathan, Lawrence, 
Odell, Wacker, Schneider, and Stone, Com- 
missioners Palmer, Dickinson, McKenzie, 
Groner, Rucker, and Martindale, Traffic Man- 
ager Jaycox, Auditor Ackerman, Chief Ives, 
Chief Hanay, and Secretary Crawford of the 
Ways and Means committee, 

Henry Askew opened with a statement that 
the labor interests would not employ an at- 
torney in the mvestigation unless the other 
side should set a precedent. If the defense 
should haye an attorney, however, the labor 
people reserved the right to follow the ex- 
ample. Mr. Askew followed with the charges 
made against the Ways and Means committee 
for granting the concession to Conkey with- 
out advertising for bids. 


Conkey on the Stand, ' 


Mr. Askewsaid he would call for Mr. Conkey 
as the next wituess for the complainants, but 
Judge Page objected. Mr. Walker replied to 
the objection that, if Mr. Conkey refused to 
be heard, then he must abrozate his right to 
be heard later if the committee should so de- 
cide. Judge Page objected to this, but finally 
agreed that Mr. Conkey should waive his 
rights as a witness, but Mr. Conkey himself 
objected to his attorney’s arrangement. He 
wanted to be heard, and he was willing 
that he should be examined then or at any 
other time. So he was sworn and took 
his seat in the  witness-chair. Mr. 
Conkey is a large man, who wears 
good clothes, a diamond scarf. pin, and 
an airof confidence. He was rather explo- 
sive in some of his answers, but he showed no 
disposition to get behind technicalties. He 
was willing to tell his story and to answer any 
questions that might be asked him. 

Lou have the contract for printing the 
catalogue for the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion?“ was the way Mr. Askew opened fire. 

think I have,” replied Mr. Conkey, I 
think Ihave the contract, and I have de- 

osited a certified check for $10,000 with the 

xposition company.“ 

** When did you first hear there was to be a 
catalogue issued?“ 

That's hard to say. The understanding 
all along has been that a contract was to be 
issued and one day in conversation with Mr. 
Butler of the Ways and Means committee the 
question came up.“ ‘ 

How did it come up? Did you first ap- 
proach Mr. Butler or did Mr. Butler first ap- 
proach you with the proposition!“ 

Tam unable to say. The matter came up 
in a general conversation.”’ 

“That is not answering my question. 
Which one first approached the other with the 
proposition?” thundered Mr. Askew, pouud- 
ing the desk with his fist. 

When two men meet on the street it is 
hard to say which one approached the other.“ 
Mr. Conkey replied, whereupon everybody 
laughed. 

Mr. Conkey then gave in detail the story of 
his bid for the contract. He had learned that 
such a contract was to be given out and he 
presented a proposition, which was for the 
payment of $20,000 for the privilege. After 
sundry conferences he had raised his bid to 
$100.000 and in addition 10 per cent on all 
gross receipts until they should reach $500,000 
and 25 percent of all sums in excess of that 
amount. In reply to questions from Mr. 
Askew he said no living person was interested 
in the publicatiou of the catalogue or had one 
cent in it so far except the members of he W. 
B. Conkey Printing company, who were mem- 
bers of his own family, with the single excep- 
tion of one employé. Most of the other mem- 
bers of the firm held one skaro of stock each 
in the concern. 

Speaking of the application made for letters 
of incorporation for the World's Fair Cata- 
logue Publising company, Mr. Conkey said 
that, to the best of his knowledge, they con- 
sisted of himself, Mr. Taney, pI janitor in 
the Rookery Building, but Judge Page cor- 
rected him by saying it was a clerk from the 
adjoining office to his own, and not a janitor, 
who figured as one of the incorporators. Mr. 
Taney had no knowledge of the contract 
given him, Mr. Conkey said, and he had sim- 
ply put his name in to add dignity to the ap- 
plication. Mr. Taney had signed a blank ap- 
plication some time previous, and that was the 
one that had been filled out. 

„Mr. Taney’s name was added to the ap- 
plication to add dignity to the janitor’s 
name?“ interposed Mr. Askew. 

Mr. Conkey denied having ever offered any 
inducements of any sort or character to any 
member of the Ways and Means committee 
to gain their support to his cause, neither had 
he ever offered a position to any one con- 
nected with the Worla’s Fair except to Maj. 
Handy, to whom he had offered the position 
of editor of the catalogue at a saiary of $10,- 
000 a year. He had made this offer to Maj. 
Handy not to gain his sympathy or influence 
in the work in hand, but because he 
considered that the connection. of 
Maj. Handy with the Department of 
Publicity and Promotion would make 
him the most valuable man that could be se- 
cured to conduct the work of getting out the 
catalogue. Mr. Conkey denied that this was 
an excessive salary, saying that he had then in 
his employ three mento whom he paid sala- 
ries that were equal to or in excess uf the sum 
named. 

Andrew McNally Testifies, 


At Mr. Askew’s request Andrew McNally 
was called to the witness stand. He was asked 


testified that he had voted the grant. 
ing of the concession he offered a 
resolution giving the Director-General the 
right to indorsement of the bid. He said the 
directors got no salary, their sole emolument 
being a gold button, which they wear in the 
lapels of their coats. 

Charles A. Wacker said it had been the cus- 
tom of the committee to advertise in all cases 
where the amount was for a considerable sum. 
He was not present when concession was 
granted or he would have voted against it. 

Maj. Handy said the great magnitude of the 
work made it imperative that there should be 
speedy action in the matter. In his opinion 

terms of the contract were advantageous 
to the Exposition. He had never made any 
attempt to secure the er of the contract 
by members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee. 

George Schneider, a member of the Ways 
and Means committee, stated that when the 
question of letting the contract came up he 
voted for its rejection because of a belief that 
it would be better to advertise for bids. He 
did not believe that any member of the com. 
mittee had received any benefit from the 
granting of the concession. He did not know 
that any better arrangements coulc have been 
made through advertising. 

Donahue Was Not Notified, 


Michael A. Donahue of Donahue & Henne- 


. berry, printers and publishers, said he had 


never received any notification of ‘the intend- 
ed letting of the contract. He was asked if 
he thought it the proper thing to let a con- 
tract of such magnitude without first adver- 
tising for bids, and there was a wrangle over 
the relevancy of the question. The 
committee decided that an opin- 
ion from a ~ witness could not 
be accepted, as that was the very question 
which the committee had todecide. It was 
facts, not opinions that were wanted. The 
question was then asked him whether, if bids 
had been invited from the printers and pub- 
lishers of the United Stetes,.the Ways and 
Means committee would not have received 
more money for it, to which be * that 
it would be merely speculation on his part to 
answer, but that more money might have been 
bid. It was the custom to advertise for bids 
in all cases where the amount ran up to sums 
such as the one under discussion. He could 
not tell as to the rules governing the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means. 

Charles E. Leonard of Knight & Leonard 
testified that he had received no notice of 
the probable action of the Ways and Means 
committee in granting the catalogue conces- 
sion. He had done work for the position, 
but always on competitive bids, e would 
not have bid for the printing of the catalogue 
had it been advertised, because his firm had 
as much work as it could do. He was under 
the impression that the work done for the Ex- 
position by his firm had been in theline of 
reports of proceedings of the National Com- 
mission given out by Secretary Dickinson. 

The examination will be contmued at 3 
o’clock this afternoon providing ex-Judge 
Moran has no engagements which will prevent 
his being present. Mr. Walker promised to 
notify r. Askew and Mr. Conkey by 12 
o’clock today whether ex-Judge Moran could 
attend. If he cannot the hearing will be con- 
tinued Monday. 


NO INTEREST IN CONKEY’S CONTRACT. 


C. H. Taney Merely Signed a Petition for 
Incorporating the Printing Company. 
Charles H. Taney of Wheeling, whose name 

has been connected with the Conkey conces- 
sion, and Mr. Stallmaker arrived in the city 
yesterday and are stopping at the Auditorium. 
Mr. Taney is one of the proprietors of the 
Wheeling, W. Va., Register. He came here 
in response toa summonsto appear before 
the committee investigating the alleged con- 
tract for the printing of the World’s Fair cat- 
alogue. Mr. Taney said last night that 
he had no connection whatever with Mr. 
Conkey in the catalogue contract beyond the 
fact that he signed the petition for incor- 
porating the printing company, and that was 
merely a formality on his part. He had no 
interest directly or indirectly with Mr. Con- 
key or his contract. Were he interested in it, 
he said, there would be no trouble with the 
union printers, for he would give up the con- 
tract rather than have ifdone by non-union 
labor. 

At 10 u’clock this forenoon Messrs. Taney 

and Stallmaker will be heard by the special 

committee of the Board of Control which, 
upon request of Mr. St. Clair, has been ap- 
pointed to investigate his conneetion with the 
concession. Not only will Mr. Taney and 

Mr, Stailmaker be heard by che Board of 

Control committee this morning, but also Mr. 

Askew, Mr. Madden, and other representa- 

tives of organized labor are to be given an 

opportunity of substantiating the charges 
which they have made against Mr. St. Clair. 
A telegram from Wheeling states that Mr. 

James B. Taney, general manager of the 
Wheeling Register and brother of C. H. Taney, 
the business manager of the paper, in an edi- 
torial yesterday morning personally repudiat- 
ed avy connection with the matter. e ridi- 
cules the alleged interview with Gen. J. W. 
St. Clair, World’s Fair Commissioner, in 
which that gentieman says he obtained the 
support of the Register for the appropriation 
bill providing for a State exhibit by helping 
to secure the printing concession for the es- 
tablishment. Mr. Taney wakes it appear 
that his brother, C. H. Taney, acted on his 
own responsibility, and not as a representa- 
tive of the paper in any dealings ho may have 
had with Conkey.

THE PEOPLE DID NOT VOTE FOR A 
TARIFF COMMISSION. | 

The New York Herald is opposed to an 
extra session and early legislation on the sub- 
ject of the tariff. It fears precipitate action, 
though that was what the people said they 
wanted. The Herald calls for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to examine the entire 
tariff question, to hear what manufacturers, 
importers, and consumers have to say, and 
then to report to Congress a scheme which, if 
dealt with as the work of other commissions 
has been, will be cut to pieces. The New 
Lork paper which is fighting for time says: 

The anxious free traders and reckless politicians 
who are eager for an extra session of Congress to 
tinker with the tariff are naturally opposed to a 
commission. They want quick and sweeping re- 
vision, and this they hope to get through an 
extra session. But that is just what the people 
do not want. On the contrary, it is what they 
desire to avoid. An extra session means hasty 
and precipitate action. 

If the vote of last November is to be trust- 
ed the people want quick and sweeping re- 
visions and they do not want a tariff com- 
mission to rehear the question decided, for the 
time being, at the last election. Much was 
said about the tariff during the campaign. 
Not one word was uttered on either 
side about a commission to take the 
subject under consideration. The Dem- 
ocrats said protection was uncon- 
stitutional and a robbery.“ The Republicans 
said it was neither. The people seem to have 
said that they think the former are right. 
Where is there room then for a commission? 
What can it teach the Democratic Congress- 
men they do not know already? 

The Democratic Congressmen are familiar 
with their platform, which says that there 
must be no protective duties. These duties 
are such as are imposed upon competitive 
goods, because they afford some measure of 
protection to the American manufacturer. 
Duties on products like tea and coffee, which 
are not grown in the United States, cannot be 
protective in their nature and can be imposed 
with safety. All the Democratic Senator or 
Representative needs to. know is whether a 
given article is made or gsown in this coun- 
try. It it is, no duty should be levied on the 
foreign product. If it is not, then a duty is 
legitimate. There is no necessity fora com- 
mission to inform the Congress what is and 
what is not produced in the United States. 
The Census Bureau can tell in a few hours. 

The principles of Democratic tariff revision 
are simple. Even if they were more compli- 
cated than they are the people would not be 
content to wait a year to get the promised 
benefits of revision. They have been told 
that the present system costs each resident of 
the United States, man, woman, and child, 
twenty dollars a year extra, and that if it were 
abolished every American would be twenty 
dollars better off. The men who voted the 
Democratic ticket believed that and each of 
them wants his money. He wishes the prom- 
ised reduction of his expenses to begin next 
summer, not in the summer of 1894. He was 
promised twenty plump, fascinating dollars 
and here comes a so-called Democratic paper 
and offers him a tariff commission in their 
place—a stone instead of bread. 

When the men. who had faith in Democratic 
pledges come to understand the game which 
the mild protectionists of the party are trying 
to play on them they will turn unanimously 
to Mr. Cleveland and demand of him that he 
call an extra session in order that they may 
have cheap foreign goods at once, and that he 
refuse to agree to this proposition to have a 
commission to deliberate on a matter which 
has been definitely settled by the highest au- 
thority. 
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SMOKE PREVENTION IN EARNEST. 

The Society for the Prevention of Smoke in 
this city has issued a report, which will be 
found in another column. It is well worth a 
careful perusal by every one who wishes to 
see the smoke nuisance suppressed, and es- 
pecially by the smaller number who have been 
inclined to carp at the methods pursued, and 
perhaps to think not much good has been ef- 
fected. The society has been at work actively 
eight months. During that time it has ex- 
pended a little over $11,000, and a conserva- 
tive estimate of future yearly expenses is 
about $17,000 if the work is to be continued 
on a satisfactory scale. That there 
is a good prospect of success at- 
tending such effort may be judged 
from the report that between 300 and 325 
smoke nuisances in connection with station- 
ary boilers have been removed, the locomotive 
smoke nuisance within two miles of the busi- 
ness center reduced 75 per cent, and the tug 
nuisauce reduced between 90 and 95 per cent. 
The society started out with the theory that a 
great many of the smoke-makers would be 
willing to stop committing the nuisance if 
they knew how. But it has since been ascer- 
tained that a great majority cf these are will- 
ing to reduce the volume of their smoke emis- 
sions only when ‘compelled to do so. In the 
first four months of its existence the society 
tried educational methods alone, but always 
with the intenfion of resorting to sterner 
measures should that be necessary. About 600 
plants were visited, and a detailed report sent 
to each, pointing out what was needed to reform. 
Since July, up to November, about 325 suits 
were brought, of which 179 were against sta- 
tionary plants, 82 against locomotives, and 64 
against tugs. In 51 suits the offenders were 
fined and 110 were dismissed on payment of 
costs by defendant. Two were lost and 16 re- 
main untried, No suits were dismissed till 
the defendants had either cured the smoke 
nuisance or showed a contract having a time 
limit for the equipment of the plant with some 
device which the engineer of the society felt

It has been demonstrated that the fear- 
ful smoke nuisance can be abated at a com- 
paratively small expense on the part of those 
who. cause it, and that is no small result to be 
achieved, even if a large percentage of the 
nuisance had not been suppressed. The force 
of men now engaged in the service has gained 
experience with men as well as measures in 
the last few months, and may fairly be ex- 
pected to do good work in the future, if that 
be really desired by those who can furnish the

“ABSOLUTE” FIAT “ MONEY.” 
Representative Otis, a Populist from Kan- 
sas, has offered a bill to change our mvune- 
tary system, reduce interest, fix the unit of 
value, and supply the States with a circulating 
medium.“ It provides that the Secretary of 


the Treasury shall prepare an amount of pa- 


per money not to exceed in volume 50 per 
cent of assessed value of the real estate of the 
United States as shown in the last census, the 
same to be paid out on the orders of the re- 
spective Governors and Secretaries of States, 
and to be subject to an annual tax of 1 per 
cent for its use. All this paper money 18 
to be “absolute upon its face and notin the 
form of a promise.” And it is to be full legal 
tender for all purposes, as is tobe the silver 
product of free coinage by the mint. 

The sublime egotism of the man who can 
advocate such a measure is simply astound- 
ing. He proceeds on the theory that he and 
his fellow cranks have made a warvel- 
ous discovery im finance—namely: that 
a circulating paper medium can be en- 
dowed with the full purchasing pow- 
er of gold, though never to be re- 
deemed by the utterer except as he may have 
to receive itin payment of sums due him. 
Otis and his fellows cite no precedents to sus- 
tain the theory that such absolute paper 
money could establish a unit of value except 
at zero or have any purchasing power. They 
give nothing but the bare assertion, which isa 
product of their own vivid imaginings unil- 
lumined by the light of history. But bump- 
tious ignorance always is dogmatic and as- 
sertive, and the more dense the ignorance the 
greater is the confidence displayed in its un- 
conscious exhibition. 

It is a cold fact that there is not a Populist 
crank in Kansas who would accept the scrip 
proposed by Otis iu payment for anything 
owned by him. He would not sell a horse, 
hog, mule, turkey, chicken, a dozen of eggs, 
or a head of cabbage for such stuff. There is 
not a crank in the whole United States who 
would sell his farm and take for it notes pay- 
able in the Peffer-Otis scrip. One might as 
well ask the farmer to accept a handful of 
ashes ora pint of mud in exchange for his 
produce or his land as to expect he would 
take that worthless stuff in payment. No 
man, unless he were a poor, demented luna 
tic, would loan gold or silver and agree to re- 
ceive Peffer-Otis scrip in payment, and there 
is not a trades-unionist or Populist in the 
United States that would work a single day 
for an employer who proposed to pay for the 
exertion in that kind of money.“ No one 
would sell his labor or any of the things that 
are produced oy labor for the fiat scrip, and 
for the very sound reason that nothing could 
be purchased with it by the one who received 
it. It is strange these fellows cannot see that 
mere pieces of paper redeemable on demand 
of the holder in nothing at all, convertible on 
demand into nothing valuable; can be worth 
anything for purchasing purposes. If it were 
possible to make the trash good in pay- 
ment of indebtedness previously incurred it 
would be of no further value. The party so 

receiving it might starve while vainly trying 
to exchange a wagon load of it for enough 
food and fuel td keep him a week, to say noth- 
ing of clothing or house rent. 

But this Peffer-Otis money,“ if issued by 
Congress, could not be forced on creditors in 
payment for existing debts where the consider- 
ation paid over and received by the debtor 
was coin or its equivalentin purchasing power. 
In the first place, the courts would declare the 
shinplasters to be no payment in satisfaction 
of coin-consideration debts, and, secondly, the 
millions of persons who were creditors would 
refuse to accept the worthless stuff. Proba- 
bly the Weaver. Lease-Otis idea is that this 
absolute fiat stuff could be imposed on 
creditors in payment for property obtained on 
time notes. But this would hardly be feasi- 
ble, and if it were it would amount to whole- 
sale repudiation, for the real money value of 
the scrip would be at once fixed by its (lack 
of) purchasing power. The question would 
be asked, How much labor or property can 
be bought for a dollar in scrip?’ The reply 
would be, None; certainly not a hundredth 
part of what could be purchased with a gold 
dollar.“ And tnen no credit would be given 
to any one who had nothing better to pay with 
than the absolute scrip proposed by the 
Peffer-Weaver-Otis-Mme. Lease combination. 

Money is of no value to the holder ex- 
cept for what it will buy. It will not be ac- 
cepted in exchange for property unless the 
seller feels secure in the ability to use it in 
the purchase of other things, and nothing that 
is used for money in the proper sense of the 
word can long be maintained at a higher ex- 
changeable value thau the cost of its produc- 
tion. That is why silver isso much cheaper 
now than it was a few years ago and why pa 
per can never be of value except as a repre- 
sentative of coin money, which can be ob- 
tained by the holder of the paper at any time 
he wishes to effect the conversion. That is 
why absolute paper money must be a 
dead failure if ever the people of the United 
States should have it inflicted upon them in 
response to the demand of the Populists. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE QUESTION. 

The Champaign (III.) Gazette finds grave 
fault with the conditions on the Chicago Board 
of Trade which enable a man to buy a large 
quantity of corn for November and sell it for 
December. It says he buys and sells wind 
and calls it corn, and thereby exercises the in- 
fluence of that quantity of corn in determin- 
ing the price which the actual grower of corn 
shall receive for the real stuff he has pro- 
duced by hard toil on his own acrem It pro- 
fesses to see in such proceedings a crime and 
a swindle, and says that the growing rich out 
of corn and cotton without helping to pro- 
duce either is bad. The option seller seils 
with the absolute knowledge that the option 
buyer is in the wind business also, and does 
not want either to receive or to deliver 
the real commagity operated in. They 
are joint partubrs in a swindle, op 
erating in what they have not got and do 
not want for the purpose of pinching money 
out of men who produce and who own. Pos- 
sibly it has never occurred to the writer of 
this fulmination that the men who hold the 
corn in store are the ones who do the selling, 
though not all of the selling done on Change. 
Not all the men who buy the actual grain 
from the farmer have the money wherewith

of the responsibility. So the Gazette is not 
necessarily right in its confidently assumed 
position, and perhaps might with advantage 
study thevbther side of the question. 


THE LAKE-FKONT IS NOT FOR RENT. 

The Single Tax club has adopted resolutions 
to the effect that the land which tho decision 
in the Lake-Front case hag given to the city 
should be leased for the erection of business 
structures, the rents to be applied to the con- 
struction of docks and piers in the outer har- 
bor whieh will, when completed, furnish a 
large revenue. The authors of this project 
estiniaté that the city could get from these 
sources an annual income of from five to ten 
million dollars, thus making it possible to 
clean the streets, have more policemen, etc. 

Such a scheme as this would meet with the 
delighted approval of every boodle Alder- 
man. Nothing would please them better than 
to have an opportunity to make long leases 
of the lots into which the Lake-front could 
be divided. There would be scandals such as 
attended the leasing of other city property, 
but that would not worry the Aldermen 80 
Jong as they got their dividends. This pro- 
posed leasing would furnish the members of 
the Council the richest harvest they ever 
have reaped. The Aldermen would welcome 
with delight a project for the construction 
under their supervision of a system of docks 
and wharves in the outer harbor. There 
would be pickings in the awarding of con- 
tracts, and after the work was done there 
would be something to be made out of leas- 
ing these wharves to the Illinois Central fora 
moderate sum. 

In their devotion to their cranky theory the 
Single-Taxers plant themselves on the side of 
the would-be municipal thieves. While the 
former are proposing that the property the 
city has just acquired shall be perverted from 
its legitimate uses they ought not to have 
stopped where they did. They should have 
demanded that Lincoln Park be cut up into 
lots for business and residence purposes, to be 
leased on long time. A large income could 
be derived from that source. If the other 
parks were similarly disposed of it would be 
unnecessary to impose any taxes for city 
purposes. 

This club may “ resoloot till the cows come 
home, but it will not be able to fill the Lake- 
Front with business blocks or lumber up its 
‘shores with freight. A part of the land will 
be used as a park and the remainder for the 
erection of edifices.of a public nature. The 
land will be used in such a way as to minister 
to the happiness and pleasure of the people, 
and the latter will be more benefited than if 
they drew a money income from it. It is evi- 
dent that in the courge ot time there will be 
an alliance of boodlers, cranks, and specula- 
tors to make the Lake-Front a mere addition 
to the business district. No such scheme can 
be put through.

Mr. Bunxx, the Superintendent of Streets, 
says that he is doubtful whether one of the 
Sidewalk Inspectors under him knows the 
difference between good and inferior iumber.

Jamieson says, however, that if any chief 
of a department has incompetent men under 
him it is his own fault. Nochief of depart- 
ment should accept any man on the recom- 
mendation of me or any one else unless he 
knows that the applicant is competent.” On 
being informed of this statement and asked 
if he would discharge the incompetent inspc- 
tors Mr. Burke said enigmatically, What's 
the use? 

It is evident that one of these gentlemen is 
taking liberties with the truth. Is it not 
worth the Mayor’s while to find out who is 
fibbing? Mr. Burke states that he has under 
him a number of incompetent men whom he 
cannot discharge. Why does not the Mayor 
order their removal, and see whether that will 
be effectual? He should also tell the heads of 
departments and bureaus exactly what Dr.

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Tue County Court has sustained the special 
assessment for the Wentworth avenue sewer, 
which is over ten miles long, with its branches, 
and extends from Eighty-seventh street to the 
Calumet River. At the point where it empties 
into that stream it will be ten and a half feet 
in diameter. The cost will be about $800,000, 
and 37,000 separate pieces of property are as- 
sessed, those abutting on the sewer paying 
$2.50 per front foot and those farther back 
fifty cents. This sewer, with ite laterals, will 
drain an immense area and make it availabie 
for building purposes. The increase in the 
value of the property will be many times the 
cost of the work. If the city had adhered to 
its old policy of building sewers from general 
taxes it would be impossible to guess when 
the above-mentioned job would have been un- 
dertaken ; certainly not during the next twen- 
ty years. The funds available for sewer con- 
struction would have been used up on a few 
insignificant bits of work. The special assess- 
ment system has made it possible to build 
sewers of any length and cost wherever and 
whenever the property-owners want them, and 
they will want them when they see that their 
lands will be benefited. The Council, seeing 
how well special assessments work for sewer 
construction, should proceed at once to use 
them for the almost equally important matter 
of street cleaning. No other plan is worth 
considering.

SvurEty some explanation is due to the cit-

The lawyers of the railroad company asserted 
before the Council committee in charge of 
the matter Thursday that before the injunc- 
tion, under cover of which the tracks have 
been laid, was obtained the Law Department 
was fully notified. A notice that the injunc- 
tion would be applied for was served on the 
Corporation Counsel on the Saturday before 
the Monday when the injunction was granted. 
Nobody representing the city appeared in 
court Menday to resist the grant of the in- 
junction. Notice that it had been granted was 
served on the Mayor and Commissioner of 
Public Works Monday afternoon. The Coun- 
cil met that evening and was not notitied. 
The representatives of the ward knew nothing 
about the injunction till the following day. 
It must be admitted that the representatives 
of the railroad company acted honorably and 
fairly throughout. Ali the trouble since has 
grown out of the culpable neglect of three of 
the principal officers of the city. An explana- 
tion ought to be forthcoming. The blame in 
this case cannot be saddled on some cheap 
zidewalk or water office inspector.

Ax examination of the records develops an 
interesting history of those sidewalk inspect- 
ors through whose collusion with contractors 
the city has been robbed. In 1890, mainly 
by the efforts of Ald. Arthur Dixon, the 
sidewalk inspectorships were abolished. No 
appropriation was made for them that year. 
The Cregier cormorants, however, got around 
this by appointing a number of inspectors ana 
charging them to the special assessment de- 
partment. There were nine of them, and they 
were appropriated for the following year—in 
March, 1891—just before Mr. Washburne was 
elected Mayor. But the nine did not satisfy 
the new officials. They appointed thirty-four 
ward inspectors in addition. Following the 
precedent set during the Cregier administra- 
tion the thirty-four were charged to the spe- 
cial assessment department. ‘here was no 
warrant of law for this. The salaries of 
thirty-four policemen or of thirty-four fire. 
men, or of Commissioner Aldrich, or of the 
Mayor might as well be charged against the 
special assessinent départment. The Finance 
committee, noting the irregularity, made an 
appropriation for the thirty-four last March. 
Since that time they have been paid out of the 
general fund. They are worse than useless, 
for they are mischievous. If Commussioner 
Aldrich really means to make amends for ir. 
regularities in his department during the last 
twenty months he cannot do anything more 
acceptable than discharge the entire thirty- 
four inspectors.

ENTER A PLEA FOR IMMIGRATION, 


Steamship Agents Appear in Opposition to 
the Chandler Bill. 

Wasurtnetor, D. C., Dec. 16.—Representa- 
tives of various transatlantic steamship 
companies were before the Senate Committee 
on Immigration today to give their views con- 
cerning the bill heretofore introduced in the 
Senate by Mr, Chanaler suspending immi- 
gration from the Old World for one year. 
The members of the. House Committee on 
Immigration joined the Senate committee in 
listening to what the steamship companies’ 
representatives had to say. Gustave H. 
Schwab of New York presented the case for 
the steamship men, and argued against the 
prohibition of immigration for one year. 

He expressed the belief that the magnificent 
development of the material resources of our 
country was due to the enormous immigra- 
tion of the last half century. He argued that 
Americans would not and could not perform 
the heavy manual labor and menial service 
required in the development of the country, 
therefore imwigration was essential. Suspen- 
sion could never be enforced, as the Northern 
and Southern frontiers could not be protect- 
ed, and the danger from cholera would be in- 
cre because a quarantine could not be 
maintained on these frontiers. 

He held that sanitary science could prevent 
the introduction of disease under the present 
system, announced the willingness of the 
steamship companies fo maintain a quaran- 
tine for immigrants at the points of depart- 
ure, and implied that the United States would 
be guilty of a violation of treaty obligations if 
it a suspenfion law.

|THE WESTERN ASSQOIATION AND 


UNION JOIN HANDS. 


A. G. Spalding of Chicago Brings the 
Warring Bodies Together—The Chicago 
Athietic Club Joins the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union—Sunday Games Will Be Al- 
lowed in the Future by the Central 
Branch of the Union—Sporting News 
and Gossip from All Points. 


The Western Athletic war is over and peace 
rejgns supreme at last, where bitter strife has 
hela sway for the last five years. 

All these facts came out at a meeting of the 
Chicago Athletic club last night at the Wel- 
lington Hotel. After the report of the com- 
mittee appointed to adjust matters with the 
insurance companies had been received the 
question of joining the Amateur Athletic 
Union came up. There had been plenty of 
opposition in the club to the step on account 
of the athletic.war in the West, many of the 
members feeling that it would be ill-advised 
to take sides in the mütter by joining either 
of the warring bodies, 

At the meeting last night when the opposi- 
tion began to show its teeth Mr. Spalding 
reached down into his pocket and produced a 
voluminous correspondence which told the 
story of how peace had been secured. 

When Mr. Spalding went East a few days 
since he wrote Mr. J. A. St. John, President 
of the Western Association of Amateur Athletes, 
asking him on what terms his association and the 
Central Branch of the Amateur Athletic Union 
could vebronght be gr A reply came prompt- 
ly that the ‘associa had split simply on the 
question of Sunday games, and that if the Central 
Branch would rescind its obnoxious reply pro- 
hibiting clubs. from giving open games on the 
Sabbath all troubles could be smoothed 
over. This letter Mr. Spalding submitted 
to the powers that be in the union’s 
main body and they opi that there was no rea- 
son why the rule could not be obliterated from 
the by-laws and gave Mr. Spalding carte blanche 
in bringing the warring’ bodies together. 

With this much gained Mr. Spalding hastened 
home and at once opened up a correspondence 
with Fred Stearns, President of the Central 
Branch of the union and well known from his 
connection with the champion Detroit baseball 
club a few years ago. 

Mr. Stearns Was Strongly for Peace, 


Mr. Stearns was willing to do almost anything 
in reason to stop the fight which had for years 
served to impede the progress of athletics in the 
West. He said that while he was not 
in fayor of Sanday games personally he be- 
lieved that in certain places they were necessary, 
and that he would favor local option in the mat- 
ter. Following this came a letter from Charles 
T. Wilkins, Secretary of the Central Branch. in 
which it was promised that at the next meeting 
of the Board of Directors the rule would be cut 
out of the by-laws. 

That settled it. The Western Association had 
finally.gaided the point it has been holding ont 
for for years, and next year the St. Louis clubs 

able to give Sunday games with- 

the union’s displeasure. 

probable that at an 

early day, the Western Association will formally 

disband and its clubs join the Amateur Athletic 

Union. G. Spal aud J. A. St. John are 

slated for positions of honor in the strengthened 

body, and there will be a united effort to make 

the games here next season the most successful 

ever held in this country. The Western cham- 
pionship will go to St. Louis or Detroit. 

Tue union has had bad advisors in the West 
since its inception, and in future its managers 
might have a care to whom they hand over i- 
tions of trust. Bad advice to the union started the 
war originally five years ago. At that time the 
Missouri Amateur Athletic lub of St. Louis had 
advertised Western championship games at St. 
Louis, under the auspices of the Nauonal Asso- 
ciation of Amateur Athletes, long since dead. The 
Union and National Associations were at daggers’ 
points at the time, and D. G. Trench of Chicago, 
who represented the Union in the West, advised 
that opposition games be given at Chicago. It 
was afatal blunder. The National Asseciation 
was in its death throes at the time, and soom suc- 
cumbed, but the Union, besides losing St. Louis, 
alsb turned every club in Chicago against it. 

Things drifted along in this fashion until a 
club known as the Pastimes of St. Louis was or- 
ganized. This new body, with the impetuosity 
vf youth, rushed into the open arms of the 
Union and again stirred up the old bitter feeling 
in the West, with the unhappy result that in its 
four years of existence it has given but one set 
of open games and these were a dismal failure. 

e of its officers—Anson Hartweil—became 
the Union’s advisor in the West and has by his 
misrepresentations kept the warring ies fur- 
ther apart. 

Happily. he was dropped out of harm's way at 
the last election of the central branch and bet- 
ter couusel prevails now. 

Messrs. Spalding, Stearns, and St. John will 
get together in a few days and arrange for the de- 
tails of the consolidation of the two bodies. A 
namber of athletes are outlawed by each for tak- 
ing part in games held under tne auspices of the 
other and all will no doubt be reinstated by a 
joint resolution. Baker, Riddle, Farrant. 
Cameron, Hart, and others of the ‘ocal athletes 
are under the union ban, while Skillinger, Cary, 
and others are under the Western ban. 

The Chicago Athietic club, by ending the 
athletic war through Mr. Spalding, at once 
jumps into power as an athletic organization, and 
the first step has been taken towards making 
ee ae it should be, the athletic center of

MR. BRIEDENTHAL DOES NOT BE- 
LIEVE DEMQCRATS THINK OF IT. 


Such a Course Would Be Disastrous to 


Them, He Says, and Would Preveut the 
Nomination of a Senator in Kansas— 
Argument in the Wyoming Coffin Coun- 
ty Case Ended and the Decision Will 
Be Rendered Today—Congressman Bel- 
knap Defeated in Michigan. 


Topexa, Kas, Dec. 16.—(Special.]—John 
W. Briedenthal, Chairman of the People’s 
State Central committee and the leading Pop- 
ulist candidate for United States Senator, 
does not credit the report that a number of 
Democrats and ex-Democrats holding seats 
in the Legislature by Populist votes will de- 
cline to participate in the Populist caucus or 
that they will bolt the caucus nominee if he 
happens to be a Populist, 

Every man, Democrat or Populist, nomi- 
nated by a Populist convention for the Legis- 
lature,” said Mr. Briedenthal, “ pledged 
himself to caucus with the Populists 
for United States Senator and to 
vote for the enucus nominee, whoever 
he might be. I do not think any man 
‘can afford to violate this pledge. If a single 
fusion Democrat remains out of our caucus 
no Democratic candidate will receive a single 
vote in the caucus. The first business of the 
caucus will .be to find whether every man who 
takes pats in it will vote for the nominee, be 
be Populist or Democrat, Democratic candi- 
dates must go into that caucus on the same 
basis as Populiste, If after the caucus Demo- 
crats attempt to put the .Legislature into a 
deadlock in an endeavor to force a Democrat 
on the Popylists after the caucus has decided 
in favor of a Populist, Populist members will 
decline to vote tor Senator, and thus prevent 
an election during the coming session. 

In that event Senator Perkins will hold 
over, and we would prefer that he would rather 
than submit to bulldozing tactics such as have 
been proposed. If a Democrat gets the Popu- 
list nomination he will surely be elected, but 
if a Populist gets the nomination the Demo- 
crats must help toelect him or there will be 
no election. 

All of the ten Electoral votes of Kansas 
will be cast for James B. Weaver for 
President. The contest court in the case 
of Cabbell, Popuiist, against Dewey, Re- 
publican, decided in favor of the former 
this afternoon and issued a certificate of elec- 
tion to him. 

Rosenthal, the Haskell County Democrat 
who was elected to the Legislature, but who 
was not given a certificate of election be- 
cause the County Clerk by mistake gave his 
vote in the returns to W. A. Stubbs, his Re- 
publican upponent, wanted the court to de- 
cide his contest and grant him a certificate. 
It was decided that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion aud that Rosenthal’s only recourse is by 
contest proceedings in the Legisiature.

ARGUMENT IN THE WYOMING CASE, 


Upon the Power of Judges During Vaca- 
tion Time Depends the Decision. 

Cuserzennz, Wyo., Dec. 16.— Special. }—The 
Supreme Court-rooms were the center of at- 
traction today. Ex-Chief-Justice Van De- 
vanter, Chairman of the Republican State 
Central committee, made the closmg argu- 
ment in the Carbon Count case, presenting 
an argument that if legal is claimed was con- 
clusive. There were many noted characters 
in the court-room, but none more prominent 
than Red Angus, the war Sheriff of John- 
son County. Judge Van Devanter stated 

the only matter involved in 
the present controversy was whether 
under the State Constitution a single 
Justice of the Supreme Court in vacation 
could allow writs of mandamus, He called 
attention to a section of the Constitution 
which provides the Supreme Court shall 
have original jurisdiction in quo warranto 
and mandamus as to State officers and in 
habeas corpus, and which further provides, 
Each of the Judges shall have power to issue 
writs of habeas corpus. 

Fror_ chis he contended that jurisdiction 
having been given to the Supreme Court in 
mandamus atid habeas corpus, and authority 
having been expreasiy conferred in the 
game section onthe Judges to issue writs of 
habeas corpus and no authority having been 
confer on the Jud to issue writs of man- 
damus it followed that it was not the inten- 
tion of the framers of the Constitution to con- 
fer such jurisdiction upon the Judges. 

He stated that courts and Judges in this 
country were created by written law, and 
their jurisdiction and authority were both 
granted and limited by written law, and they 
could not exceed that authority and _ jurisdic- 
tion. The Constitution having vested the power 
to issue write of mandamus in the Supreme 
Court, which was composed of several Judges 
acting together, it was not competent for the 
Legislature to confer that power upon 
a single Judge in vacation, and thus 
transfer to one member of the. court au- 
thonty which had been given to the 
court as a whole. He stated that mandamus 
was an extraordinary remedial writ involving 
in its issuance the highest judicial discretion 
and that for that reason the jurisdiction had 
been conferred upon the court, and the object 
of the Constitution would be subverted if the 
Legislature were permitted to confer the 
authority upon asingle Judge, whose action 
would not be subject to review and correction 
on appeal. 

Upon the conclusion of Judge Van De- 
vanter’s argument the court took the inatter 
under advisement and announced that it would 
render a decision tomorrow morning.

SALE OF COINS IN NEW YORK, 


The Consignment Partially Taken Up on 
Advance Orders at Cost Price, 

New York, Dec. 16.— Special. ]—After some 
weeks ot fretting and bother on the part of 
Col. Elliott F. Shepard he received his 10,000 
souvenir coins today and put them on sale. 
The coins were brought from Washington to 
New York in a special car in charge of Col. A. 
B. De Freece and John S. Shrive, Several 
Philadelphia newspaper men came along as 
invited guests. The keg containing the coins 
was brought across the river on the ferryboat 
„Chicago by the newspaper’s wagon, 
**Chauncey M. Depew,” shortly after noon. 
Most of the coins were placed in the 
office vault, while the keg and a few of the 
coins were put in the front window, together 
with a big placard announcing that the coins 
were now an sale at $1 each. Two or three 
weeks ago an advance sale of the coins was 
advertised, the price being fixed at $2 each. 
It has come down by stages to the cost mark, 
$1. The sale during the afternoon was en- 
couraging, neariy 3,000 of the coins being dis- 
posed of, the greater number being on a2- 
vance orders. any small lots were taken 
by persons of questionable appearance. It is 
surmised that there are speculators who will 
hawk the souvenirs about at some profit for a 
fow days. 


COLUMBIAN GUARDS DISSATISFIED. 


They Want an Increase of Wages—Signs of 
Trouble. 

The 400 members of the Columbian Guard 
are in astate of fervent over wages. They 
want $75 iustead of $60 per month. All that 
prevents a strike is the fear that their places 
would bé.filled quickly and they would re- 


main outside the gates. . 
When the weather was nice and warm the 
lot of the Columbian Guaras was a happy one. 
They stood around and saw the buildings go 
up, and outeide a little irksome drill they had 
what wight be called an easy job. ‘Since win- 
ter came this standing around is not so nice. 

The firemen get $75 per month. As the 
guards undergo severe fire driil and claim to 
have put out dozens of incipient fires to one 
which the firemen have quelled, they are of 
the opinion they shonid also get $75. 

A hundred or more of the guards are from 
the regular army, most of the number from 
the Fifteenth Infantry at Fort Sheridan. They 
bought their way out of the service, where 
they received $9 to $16 a month, to take the 
more attraction work of Columbian Guards. 
These men find that when they are off duty 
they lose their pay, and that after they pay 
their board and other expenses, such as they 
did not have in the army, $60 dwindle down 
amazingly. While in the service, however, 
they were not allowed the luxury of a strike. 

Col. Rice, the commander of the guards, 
is pot worried by the signs and tokens of 
trouble. We are receiving from thirty to 
fifty applications a day for places on the 
gards, he said, and have 500 applications 
now on hand. Most of this trouble comes 
from men whom politicians got on the guard, 
and from the old soldiers, who are used to 
kicking. The Exposition company is paying 
all it thinks the service 1s worth, and we are 
not fearing a strike. It would do the service 
good if the malcontents would quit.“ 

Among the applications are seventy-five 
from students at Michigan University, the 
Indiana Normal School, the Illinois Univer- 
sity, and several colieges. They ask for 
places beginning May 1.”’ : 

Between now and May 1 the guards will be 
increased from 400 to 2,000. 


PRETTY THINGS MADE OF GRAINS. 


Unique Display Being Prepared by the 
Minnesota Commission. 

Sr. Pact, Miun., Dec. 16.—[Special. }]—One 
of the most interesting exhibitions ever seen 
in Minnesota is mow in progress in the Bank 
of Minnesota Building in this city. It con- 
sists of all varieties of grains grown in this 
State, which are being gathered and assorted 
for the exhibit at the World’s Fair. George 
Purvis, Superintendent of this department, is 
now traveling about the State making a col- 
lection of cereal specimens. There are now 
in this city twenty-five samples of wheat—all 
No. 1 hard--among.the finest bei Fife, 
Czar, Saskatchewan, Erlau, and Whitney. 
There are aiso many fine specimens of rye, 
flax, oats, "burley, unnd herbs. A shock of black 
barley with purple shell has been secured 
which is regarded as quite a novelty by cereal 
connoisseurs... It is intended to have grain- 
made designs of all the flowers in the State, 
especially wild ones. Roses, single and double 
dahlias, and daisies are made of wheat only. 
A wihdowtthade is compo of grasses and 
wheat straw. Mr. Purvis is expected to re- 
turn in about.a week with a new collection, 
but the work will not be completed until 


March 1. 
EXHIBITION OF LIVE STOCK. 


Rules Adopted by the Illinois Board of 
Com missioners. 


Secretary Garrard, acting for the Illinois 
Bard of Commissioners, has issued acircular 
embodying the rules adopted for the exhibi- 
tion of live stock owned in the State of IIli- 
nois aud exhibited at the Exposition. The 
sum of $40,000 was set aside specifically for 
this exhibit. The rules are as follows: 

First The freight charges will be paid on 
horses, cattle, (ineluding cows in the dairy 
school,) swine, and sheep, from all points in IIIi- 
™‘Second—The express charges will be paid on 
poultry from all points in IIIinois.“ 

Third—Reeeipted bills of lading only will be 
accepted as evidence of charges paid. 

Fourth—After the payment of charges as pro- 
vided for in Rules 1. 2, and 3, the balance of the 
appropriation so set apart for the encouragement 
of a live stock exhibit from the State of Illinois 
will be divided as follows: To horses, 37 per cent: 
to cattle, 30 per cent; to swine 15 per cent; to 
sheep, 12 per cent; to poultry, 6 per cent.

PLAN MATURED FOR A LIBRARY FOR 
THE LITTLE ONES. 


Their Building at the World’s Fair to 
Have a Collection of the Most Accept- 
able Works, Periodicals, Etc., Chosen 
by a Committee—Exhibition of + Oral 
Teaching for the Deaf— Mrs. Strong of 
California Wishes to Display Pampas 
Plumes in the Woman’s Building. 


Work for the library. in the Children’s 
Building is in the hands of the Committee on 
Literature for Children in the woman’s branch 
of the auxiliary, Mrs. Clara Doty Bates, 
Chairman, and the plans are fully matured. 

The committee aiins to have this library 
representative of the best literature of all na- 
tions. Its object is not only to guide and in- 
fluence but to furnish parents with sugges- 
tions for the selection and arrangement of 
home libraries. It will at the same time be 
an exhibit for publishers of children’s books 
and periodicals from all over the world. 

The managers of the Children’s Building 
believe it best not to have a room specially 
set apart as a library, which to be seen would 
have to be sought, With forethought towards 
the most easily accessible and widest 
benefits in all departments of the building 
they have decided that the books and period- 
icals shall be arranged in a general reception- 
room, where they would come more constant- 
ly to the notice of visitors than if isolated. 

Besides the library proper two cases are to 
be set apart consisting of the choicest books— 
one of twenty volumes for young children, 
another of fifty for youth. These are to be as 
nearly as possible model collections and 
chosen with the best wisdom of the whole 
committee. The idea is largely educational, 
and the hope is to make this exhibit of great 
importance to parents and children whose op- 
portunities are small, 

In the Children's Building will also be a de- 
partment in which the work of Home for 
the training in speech of deaf children before 
they are of school age will be daily illus- 
trated. 

The home was founded Feb. 1, 1892, in Phil- 
adelphia, and is presided over by Miss Emma 
Garrett, who, about 1879, studied the mecha- 
nism of speech in one of the schools of the 
Boston University, in which she graduated at 
the head ofa class of twenty-one, and has 
ever since been doing successful work in 
teaching speech to the deaf. She was instru- 
mental in founding the Pennsylvania (ral 
School for the Deaf at Scranton, Pa., of 
which she was Principal for several years, 
and whose exhibit received a medal at the 
Paris Exposition. 

During all the time Miss Garrett labored in 
and for oral schools for the deaf she was con- 
stantly endeavoring to impress mothers with 
deaf children with the fact that they should 
talk with their deaf children just as with their 
hearing ones, simply directing their atten- 
tion to the mouth so that little ones might 
learn the speech and language that hearing 
children acquire before the school age and at 
the natural age. There are cases where 
mothers have done this so successfully that 
the children’s speech and lip-reading are so 
28 — no one would suspect them of be- 

eaf. 

The Pennsylvania World's Fair State Board 
has appropriated $1,000 toward the construction 
of the Children’s Building and $2,500 toward 
the exhibit of the Home for the Training in 
Speech of Deaf Children before they are of 
school age. a 

It is intended to bring some thirty pupils to 
Chicago with their instructors, who constantly 
talk with children in lip language rather than 
by manual signs.

PROGRESS ON STATE BUILDINGS, 


Prospects That They Will Be Completed 
and Ready for Opening Day. 

Work on the State buildings in course of 
construction at Jackson Park goes steadily 
on, notwithstanding the season is far ad- 
vanced and much disagreeable weather has 
prevailed for weeks past. With good weather 
for a couple of weeks and the arrival of build- 
ing material needed, no fears need be enter- 
tained but that every State building now un- 
der way will be completed and ready for the 
opening day in May. 

Work on the Illinois State Building is as far 
ad vanced as any other on the grounds. All 
that now remains to be done is the frescomg 
of the dome and the entrauces. Although 
work was begun nearly a year ago it has been 
retarded at different times during the last sea- 
son, but with fair weather for the next few 
days Harley & Son, the contractors, will have 
the building entirely finished. 

Work on tne South Dakota Building has 
been suspended until after the holidays. It is 
expected that a very liberal appropriation will 
be made by the Legislature when that body 
holds its January session. C. N. Cummings of 
Sioux Falls, who is in charge of the building, 
says that $50,000 will be required to carry out 
the original plans for the structure and in 
beautifying the grounds and interior. 

Owing to failure of certain kinds ot build. 
ing material to arrive, the work on the Wis- 
consin Building has been somewhat retarded. 
All the wood-work can be finished in the next 
ten days, and perhaps in less time. 

The Iowa State Builaing is now entirely 
completed, and was accepted by the Iowa 
State Board this week. The installing of ex- 
hibits will begin in a few days, the most at- 
tragtive of which will be a miniature repre- 
sentation of the Capitol Building at Des 
Moines, which will be made of glass and filled 
with grains and native grasses grown in lowa. 
The piece will be 17 feet in height, 22 feet 
long, and 16 feet wide.

AMOUNTS OF INSURANCECARRIED., 


Over $5,000,000 Secured on the Buildings 
—$150,000,000 Required on Exhibits. 
Over $5,000,000 of insurance has been se- 

cured on the buildings of the Exposition and 

the property in them belonging to the Exposi- 
tion company. It is estimated that fully 
another $1,000,000 will be needed to comply 
with the 80 per cent coinsurance clause and to 
cover the buildings now in coarse of construc- 
tion. The amount above mentioned does not 
ifclude the various State buildings. The lines 


| written on the Exposition, says Supt. Beve- 


ridge, are well distributed among all the 
better companies, both American and foreign. 
He estimates that fully 120 companies carry 
lines varying in amount from $5,000 to $50,000, 

The insurance of the exhibits is an entirely 
separate matter. As there will be a large de- 
mand from this source as sooh as exhibits be- 
gin to arrive, the matter has occupied the at- 
tention of local underwriters for some time. 
It seems evident that the supply of insurance 
will not meet the demand. ‘The value of the 
exhibits is variously estimated as between 
$200,000,000 and $300,000,000. This will re- 
quire at least $150,000,000 of insurance, ana the 
most sanguine confess themselves at a loss to 
know where it is to be obtained. Many of the 
exhibits, however, will be written in foreign 
countries, and many of the exhibiters, nota- 
bly from Asiatic countries, will insure them- 
selves. A suggestion has been made to es- 
tablish a Lloyds Insurance. company especial- 
ly to insure exhibits. The capacity of such an 
organization would be unlimited. It has been 
claimed, on the other hand, that as the Fair is 
a national enterprise the United States gov- 
ernment should insure the exhibits. 

It is urged that the goverumeut should pro- 
tect those invited to the Exposition and to 
prevent the exorbitant rise of rates due to the 
demand for insurance. Congress ought to 
provide an appropriation to protect its guests 
from loss. 


WILL NOT STOP THE BUSINESS. 


Westinghouse People Say the Edison Patent 
Does Not Affect Them Materially. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Dee, 16.—[Special. |—The 
Westinghouse company] officials claim that 
the decision given in ew York courts in 
the injunction suit re@raiming the Sawyer- 
Mann Hlectrie compa making or sell- 
ing incandescent lamps of the patent granted 
to Thomas A. Edison Jan. 27, 1880, will not 
interfere with their business in any way. 

Vice-President Bannister, who returned 
from New York today, said the injunction 
had nothing to do with the company’s World’s 
Fair lighting contract, inasmuch as the lamps 
to be used in Chicago were of a different 
patterr and of a new make. George West- 
inghouse, who also returned from New York 
today, made the following statement: 

The first claim of the patent, which was for the 
high resistance carbon burner or fllament, was 
not sustained by the New York court. The sec- 
ond claim of the patent is for a combination of 
elements which the new Westinghouse lamp does 
not infringe. The Westinghouse company will 
have sufficient capacity to manufacture and sup- 

ly all of the new lamps that wil be needed in its 

usiness, including the filling of the World's Fair 
lighting contract, and there will be scarcely an 
interruption of any kind in the company’s busi- 
ness. 


PAMPAS GRASS PAVILION, 


Mrs. Strong of California Wants to Exhibit 
Plumes, 

Mrs. Strong of California wishes to place a 
pain pas grass pavilion in the Woman's Build- 
ing. This would be an exhibit of great 
beauty, attracting general attention, and the 
only question seems one of space, twenty-five 
feet square being the amount required by the 
submitted design. Mrs. Strong controlsa 
million pampas plumes which retail readily at 
25 cents a piece, and the object of the exhibit 
ie to introduce the grass for decorative pur- 
poses, thus creating a large market for it. 

The California State Board wishes to secure 
the pampas pavilion for the State building, 
offering to defray all expenses of transporta- 
tion and installation. The culture and sale of 
the piumes is, however, a philanthropic enter- 
prise upon the part of Mrs. Strong, who is a 
wealthy Californian, and the exhibit conse- 
quently appeais directly to the Woman's 
Board. Mrs. Strong’s plan is to devote the 
revenue from the sale of the pampas plumes 
to the establishment of a business college for 
women. 


Washington's Exhibit at the Fair. 

The exhibits that the State of Washington is to 
make are rapidly nearing completion. The ores 
that have been collected in the various mining 
districts are being brought out and stored in col- 
lecting centers. The grains and grasses are 
being carefully prepared and packed in strong 
boxes ready for shipment in the spring; the fruits 
prepared in liquid preparations are stored in 
secure places away from the damaging light; the 
botanical exhibits are being carefully mounted 
and labeled. 

The taxidermist is succeeding in procuring 
many specimens of birds and animals; 150 car 
loads of lumber, logs, and stone have been 
shipped to Chicago to be used in constructing the 
building. The balance of the material that will 
soon be sbipped consists of window frames, 
wainscoting, stairs, and other inside finishing 
material. The work of the department of educa- 
tion gives promise of an excellent exhibit. 


Moqul Indian Curios, 


Mrs. Butler, lady manager for Arizona, has re- 
ceived from the Moqui Indian reservation an in- 
teresting collection of recently excavated curios. 
It consists of pottery, including a necklace of this 
material made in the form of beetles strung on 
wire, and some curios in musical instruments. An

ENGINES AT THE FAIR. 


ARRANGEMENT OF THE FORTY-FOUR 
POWER PROVIDERS. 


They Will Be Placed So as to Give a Mag- 
nificent Exhibit, and the Boilers Will 
Front Into a Long Aisle Fitted Up Like 
a Parlor—The Important Part Played 
by Electric Dynamos—The Capacity and 
Builders of the Engines—Locomotive 
Crane, 


At the noon signal yesterday 500 workmen 
in the Machinery Hall, at the World’s Fair 
grounds, ran to the tops of the lung row of 
furnaces ur else found places for themselves 
on the heads of foundation columns. From 
the eastern end of Machinery Hall to the 
western end of the Machinery Annex great 
piles of brick and stone marked the sputs 
where the forty-four engines, which will fur- 
nish the power for the acres of exhibits and 
the lights for the 200 inelosed acres, are to rest. 
But one engine was yet in place. It was a high 
pressure affair, and puffed and snorted in evi- 
dent satisfaction at being the first at the big 
show. It was as proud asthe man with the 
first souvenir coin. The tirst-comer will nut 
be long alone, for with the army of workmen 
now in the campaign the foundations for the 
massive machinery will soon take shape. 
Then another army will come from boiler 
factories and engine works in a dozen differ- 
ent States, Their task will seem herculean, 
for within a few months engines and dynamos 
must be studded over a space 1,000 feet long 
and 100 feet wide, while furnaces and boilers 
must line an aisle some 800 feet long. A few 
of the boilers are partially in position, but 
what has been accomplished is but an earnest 
of what yet remains to be done. 
The Big Boiler- House. 

The boiler-house stands to the rear of Ma- 
chinery Hall. No Doric columns adorn it, the 
gables have only the grace of an obtuse angle, 
and the windows show the accuracy of the ar- 
chitect’s square, A boiler-house is a boiler-

house, and that 1s all there is to it, and no ar- 
chitect was brave enough to weave romance 
about its hopeless utilitarianism. In corru- 
gated iron, it stands there in its 800 feet of 
length and eighty-six feet of width, the only 
building on the grounds where the utility of 
the decade holds sway. 

The floor of the boiler-house is just nine 
feet below the floor of Machinery Hall, and a 
visitors’ gallery, twenty feet wide, extends the 
entire length, king down from this gal- 
lery will be seen the firemen, not in sooty 
faces and soiled garments, but in holiday at- 
tire. Some, it is eaid, will wear dress suits, 
and before the furnaces elegant Brussels will 
be laid, with divans and upholstered chairs 
scattered about. This, at least, is what some 
of the boilermakers say. Such an afrange- 
ment will be the result of burning crude oil, 
which should produce neither dirt nor smoke. 

The long row of forty boilers will develop 
steam of 15,000 horse-power, the steam pass- 
ing into the header under the visitors’ gal- 
lery. This header is thirty-six inches in diam- 
eter, extends the length of the hall and annex, 
but is divided into seven sections in order to 
allow for the expansion and contraction of 
heat and cold. Were one end of the header 
fastened the other end would be some eighteen 
inches longer when steam was up than when 
cold. By passing the steam into the header 
all the boilers work on the socialistic plan, 
and should one quit work entirely the rest 
must make up for the delinquency. 

Some years ago a Frenchman invented what 
has come to be termed the water-tube style of 
beiler. Among its great advantages was the 
fact that it was practically non-explosive. 
Every boiler in thesixth — a mile devoted 
to boilers at the Fair will be of that pattern. 


Work of Engines and Dynamos. 

The steam from the header is carried be- 
neath the floor to the forty-four engines. These 
engines range from 150 to 2,000 horse power 
and are so placed as to give a magnificent ex- 
hibit. 

The king of them all, an Allis quadruple- 
expansion, will stand directly at the end of 
the main aisle-—like the Board of Trade at

the foot of La Salle street. Two belts six feet 
wide, one overlying the other, will drive two 
1,000-candle dynamos. The longer belt will 
travel over a mile a minuteas it rushes around 
a flywheel thirty feet in diameter. It, is not 
claimed that any sane person would ever run 
two dynamos in harness this way as a matter 
of business, but in the way of exhibits the ex- 
periment doubtless will be a striking one. It 
certainly will be if the visitor gets too near 
the long belt. 

None of the engines will come up to the 
giant Corliss at Philadelphia, ana the largest 
of them are excelled in manufacturing estab- 
lishments. Most modern lake steamers have 
more horse-power than the monarch of Machin- 
ery Hall, but then, when the Corliss engine as- 
tonished America the dynamo had not come to 
play its present part. For electrical reasons, 
so to speak, 150 horse-power engines are about 
the thing for are lights, while the motive 
power at the Fair will show over 20,000 horse- 
power, but 3,000 horse-power will go directly 
on the shafts in Machinery Hall. he rest 
will travel on wires to the other buildings, 
there to be translated back in power 
or . light by the arts of man. 
The board of trade for this immense 
power will be ina gallery of Machinery Hall. 
There 216 wires on a switch-board will govern 
the power which runs the Exposition.

All the engines being do- 
nated for use as exhibits, position 
meant much to the builders, and 
while their wishes had to be respected, the de- 
mands of the public for a show and the 
more intricate questions of a mechanical nat- 
ure had also to be considered. The engines 
had to be advertisements and displays und do 
the work at the same time.

First Locomotive Crane. 


The first of the locomotive cranes for the 
World’s Fair is now on the grounds and is 
being made ready for work next week. It is 
a curious looking piece of machinery and 
gives one the idea of what might be the 
result of a collision between a windlass, a 
derrick, and a locomotive. The wurking gear 
is placed on a platform which runs on two 
on of ordinary railroad car w The 

oiler is upright and has on each side of it 
tanks for water and coke, which is to be the 
form of fuel to be used. The water tank holds 
about four barrels and the coke bin is capable 
of containing enough to last four hours while 
working. .The boiler is to ezert a pressure of 
100 pounds of steam to the squareinch. Two 
cylinders, one oneach side of the machine, 
are used in its operation. They perform the 
main work in propelling it, swingiug it around 
when required, and also of lifting the weights 
by the derrick. 

The wheels of the locomotive crane are op- 
erated by chain gearing. 80 that it may act 
as a motor for drawing as many as four loaded 
cars. A derrick projects from the front of 
the machine, like a short and elevated bow- 
sprit of avessel. The whole machinery can 
be swung around on the platform so as to lift 
loads out of cars on the tracks on either side 
of it. It will be worked much in the same 
way asa steam dredger, which takes loads 
from each side and deposits thein in the scows 
in its train. The cranes are made by the Bay 
City Industrial Works and are bemg put in 
workwg order by Foreman O. G. Brush. 


LADY MANAGERS WANT $6 A DAY, 


They Want to Remain in Chicago and 
Entertain Distinguished Women, 

Members of the Board of Lady Managers 
presented a unique plan..to the Board of Con- 
trol yesterday which that body rejected. It 
provided for an arrangement which should 
keep a portion of the lady managers in con- 
stant session throughout the period of the Ex- 
position next year. The plan, championed by 
Miss Katherine L. Minor,.Lady Manager from 
Louisiana, and Mrs. Virginia C. Meredith of 
Indiana, was to ask Congress for an appro- 
priation amounting to approximately $20,000, 
The appropriation, ‘accordimg to her 
idea, was to provide a compensation of $6 a 
day for lady managers..who might be as- 
signed to duty next year. She thought the 
board, cosisting of 115 members, should be 
divided into six different divisions. That 
would make approximately twenty members 
foreach month of the Exposition. The first 
division should remain in ‘Chicago 8 tne 
month of May, the second twenty in June, 
the third in July, etc., until the close of the 
Fair. This would give every member of the 
Board of Lady Managers an opportunity to 
remain in Chicago thirty days at the expense 
of the government and properly entertain dis- 
tinguished woman visitors from other lands. 


Rallroad Car Seventy. Feet Wide. 


It is a novel sensation to be traveling along on 
a car that is seventy feet Wide dnd takes up the 
space often ordinary railroad tracks. This is 
what a privileged person may be allowed to do 
on the big transfer table which is now in opera- 
tion at the World's Fair grounds. It is to be used 
in switching the exhibit ratiroad cats, engines, 
etc.. on to their respective: tracks in the ans- 
portation Building and its-anmex; When the 
electric wires were laid a few days ago to convey 
power to the motor the table traveled along at 
the rate of 500 feet per minute, double the speed 
it was expected to develop.

The replies to the question as to percentage of 
the crop still unpicked shows that there was 
Dec. 6 from 2 per cent remaining in the South 
Atlantic States to 7 and 8 per cent in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and Arkansas. Financial re- 
turns on the present crop, the cheapest ever 
made in the South, have been encouraging. 
Out of 1,767 replies fewer than 2 per cent in- 
dicate an increase in the yield as contrasted 
with 1891, the bulk of those being in Texas. 
Only 3 per cent indicate a crop equal to that 
of last year, while no fewer than 94 per cent 
of the replies indicate decreases in yield. A 
summary of the returas received indicates 
that the probable total yield will not exceed 
6,460,000 bales.

FIVE MILLION MORE CERTAIN TO GO. 


The 


“Bradstreet’s” Reports That $10,000,000 
Gold May Be Shipped Next Week. 
Nzw York, Dec. 16.—Bradstreet’s Wall 
street review says: “The actual shipment of 
$4,250,000 of gold to Europe this week was 
apparently less influential upon the temper of 
speculation than the possibly exaggerated ru- 
mors prevalent in regard to the shipmenta 
next week. The condition of the country’s 
foreign trade renders the export of considera- 
bie specie a natural and unavoidable process. 
The idea that $10,000,000 more gold will be 
taken to the continent next week appears to 
be somewhat over the market. Nevertheless, 
there is little doubt that $5,000,000 and more 
will go out. As the New York bank surplus is 
already down to $65,000,000 such a drain 
would in the best of times create contrac- 
tion in the loan market and force more or less 
speculative liquidation, according to its dura- 
tion and severity. At this moment, however, 
an additional complication is created by the 
existence of the Sherman act and the steady 
reduction of the Treasury’s available balance 
of specie. Wall street has not, in practice, 
taken a pessimistic view of this situation. It 
is, however, now forced to regard the possi- 
bility of a slight premium on gold, or the ap- 
pearance of the Treasury as a borrower 
for the purpose of replenishing 
its gold reserves and maintaining 
the silver certificates at a parity with gold as 
directed in theact. There seems to be littie 
doubt expressed that the latter course will be 
adopted if necessary and the general opiu ion 
1s that in such an event the repeal or suspen- 
sion of the Sherman act will be facilitated. 
The uncertainties of the whole situation con- 
tribute greatly to the uneasiness and nervous 
feeling of the money and stock markets, and 
it is not strange that a flurry in the loan mar- 
ket with a sharp drop in stock prices has been 
the feature of the last two days. The previous 
steadiness of speculation in the face of these 
dangers had to some extent left Wall street 
ill prepared for such an outeome. At the 
same time it must be remembered that there 
has been no inflated speculation, and stock- 
holdi even in the manipulated In- 
dustrials, are not widely distributed.

DISHONOR THE DRAFT | 


A OASE OF UNDERGROUND INSUR- 
ANGE BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


The Home Insurance Company of Tiffin, 
O.,“ Said to Have Swindled a Lumber 
Company—The Tiffin National Bank 
Protests Paper Given in Payment of a 
Loss and Says No Such Company Could 
Be Found—Receiver for the Tontine 


Bond Company: 

A case of underground insurance of more 
than usual interest has just came to light. It 
serves to illustrate the ease and almost 
impunity with which, under the present condi- 
tion of the insurance laws, the public may 
be deceived and swindled by this class of un- 
derwriters. 

The Benoit Lumber company of Stevens 
Point, Wis., last March obtamed a policy of 
$1,000 in the Home Insurance company at 
Tiffin, O. A fire injured the former com- 
pany’s plant July 3, 1892, and proofs of loss 
were forwarded to the insurance company’s 
address at Tiffin. In due course a reply was 
received from J. P. Childs, the company’s 
Secretary, and a draft for $950, the amount of 
the loss, was forwarded to the Benoit Lumber 
company. This draft was drawn against the 
Home Insurance company and made payable 
through the Tiffin National Bank of Tiffin, O. 

Attracted No Suspicign. 

The whole transaction up to this point was 
perfectly satisfactory and attracted no sus- 
picion. Secretary Childs even paid the lum- 
ber company a visit in regard to the payment 
of their claim. After waiting ninety days, 
until the maturity of the draft, the paper was 
sent to the Tiffin National Bank for collection. 
A few days afterwards the draft came back 
with the bank’s protest and a notary’s certifi- 
cate, that, after a diligent search, no such 
company, or office, or parties, or place of 
business could be found in Tiffin. 

The above circumstances have come to the 
knowledge of Jesse Baldwin, the Chicago at- 
torney who represents the Illinois Auditor. 
Mr. Bald win also heard from Thomas Hyde & 
Co., insurance agents at Stevens Point, Wis., 
that Smith & C., general insurance agents at 
Toledo, O., claimed to have succeeded to the 
management of the Home Insurance com- 
pany. A letter from S. S. Smith to that effect 
and soliciting further business on lumber and 
mills was received by Hyde & Co. last Octo- 
ber. To this letter was attached the name of 
S. S. Smith, President. This letter was sent 
to Mr. Baldwin, and Dec. 8, last, he wrote 
Smith & Co., notifying them of the claim of 
the lumber company against the Home and 
the circumstances of the dishonored draft. 

Reply from President Smith, 


To this the following reply was received the 
next day: 

Tol. O., Dec. 9.—Jesse Baldwin—Dear Sir: 
Yours at hand in regard to Home lose on 
Benoit Lumber company. and in answer would 
say that we have nothing to do with same, as we 
have not the Home as it was constituted when 
the loss was bad or settled. We reimsured the 
live business of the Home in Central Ohio, Oct. 
20, 1892, assuming none of its debts or liabilities 
farther than those transferred in the reinsurance 
and for which we were paid. With this reinsur- 
ance the charter of the Home was transferred, 
upon which we have taken action to reform and 
and restock under new management and new 
location. I understand that the old board are 
endeavoring to settle up the indebtedness of the 
old management that they might quit with credit, 
Charles H. Towson of Lancasbire, O., having the 
control given him to negotiate settlements. am 
satisfied that you will have prompt replies upon 
any letters vou may write him thereabouts. 

The Home was before operated upon the 
mutual and cash plan, but with personal liability 
for losses. This the directors seek to compromise 
aad settle up. Youcan negotiate with them and 
I am satisfied will receive attention.

Denounced as a Trick. 

Attorney Baldwin deuounces this as only 
another clever trick to get rid of claims for 
losses. This plan is as follows: The company 
carries on an underground business until a 
few losses are accumulated. Everything is 
done to retain the confidence of patrons until 
the actual payment of the claims is due. 
Then suddenly the company disappears from 
sight and a few weeks later appears again 
under a new management,“ to carry on the 
same deception until another disappearance 
and change are necessary. 


PUT IN A RECEIVER’S HANDS, 


Judge Tuley Ends the Tontine Bond In- 
vestment Company’s Career, 

The appointment of a receiver yesterday for 

the Tontine Bond Investment company ends 

the tinancial adventures of an institution 


. which has been running for about two years 


in spite of frequent exposure of its methods 
of operation. Judge Tuley avpointed the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company as receiver and 
ordered all assets turned over to it except 
the deposits in the Commercial Nationa] Bank. 

The company was first shown to be carry- 
ing on a business which, to say the least, was 
peculiar, by Taz Trisungz Nov. 23, 1890. The 
story attracted unusual attention because of 
the prominence of the people then connected 
with the affair. At that time Charles H, Slack. 
the wholesale grocer, was President; M. A. 
Donahue of Donahue & Henneberry, Vice- 
President; and A. H. Andrews of the Andrews 
Furniture company, Treasurer. The insti- 
tution was doing business on the same lines 
that a number of similar affairs were being 
worked in the East. The pian was to issue 
bonds in various series. Subscribers to 
these bonds would pay a certain initiation fee 
and a monthly assessment. The series A 
bonds were for $200 each and there was a $1 
monthly assessment. Series B“ was for 
$500 each and $5 monthly payments were 
called for. The scheme contemplated the 
paying off of these bonds in numeral order 
according to the number of the issue. It was 
evident that the subscribers tp the first bonds 
issued had an unusuaily profitable investment. 
Bonds were sold rapidly and there was soon 
money enough coming in with which to pay 
off the early numbers of the issue. Subscrib- 
ers who did not get in on the ground floor 
were not so fortunate.

The company continued to get some sub- 
scribers, but business never flourished well 
after the first exposure, and those who put in 
their money and have continued paymg the 
monthly assessments have been restive for 
some time. Suit was brcught to restrain the 
officers from disposing of any of the funds of 
the association, and an injunction was grant- 

The association’s attorney moved to have 
this injunction dissolved, but instead of dis- 
a it Judge Tuley branded the whole af- 
fair a fraud, and the company was put into the 
hands of a receiver. 

The royal road to fortune along which this 
association proposed to lead —ä in vest- 
ors has proved an unsatisfactory path to all 
who have traveled it. The tontine scheme of 
investment as practiced by this and other 
companies like it is really a fraud on its face.

The fact is that the Western Electric compan 
hopes to retain the rebates on its mercuri 
alarms, not by legitimate improvements 
but by stirring u its trons against 
the underwriters. The Western Electric company 
over two years ago was notified that it must com- 
ply with the association’s requirements as to fire 
alarms or the rebate of 10 cents would be taken 
off. It has never complied. The present commit- 
tee requested com to equip a building so 
that a presttens test might be made. It never did 
more than set up a model. An expert has never- 
theless madean exhaustive test, but finds the 
system complies with only two out of the ten asso- 
ciation requirements, The delay in reporting was 
merely to hearfrom the expert’s examination. 
That it was not completed sooner is the fault of 
the Western Electric company.” 


QUESTIONS TO COME UP IN INDIANA. 


Road-Making, Election, and Tax Laws 
Likely to Be the Most Prominent. 

Inpr1anaporis, Ind., Dec. 16.—[Special. |— 
Among questions likely to be especially prom- 
inent before the ensuing Legislature are those 
concerning roadmaking, the election, and tax 
laws. The demands on the coming Legis- 
lature for money will be heavy. The financial 
problem is the one most discussed by the 
members-elect, who are coming to the 
city often these days to learn 
what is going on. The drift of 
their talk is that most of the 
calls for money will be of a character that will 
demand attention, but still they are in favor 
of going slow. It is understood that the Indi- 
ana World’s Fair Commission is in such a 
condition tinancially that the Legislature will 
be almost compeiled to assist it. In addition 
to the appropriation which the commission 
proper will ask for, the various committees 
of the commission will, it is understood, ask 
for money with which to perf ct their exhib- 
its. Another demand will come from the citi- 
zens’ arganization of this city, which has 
charge of the arrangements for caring for the 
encampment of the Grand Army. There is a 
feeling that the State should do something to- 
ward making the encampment a success, and 
a liberal appropriation will be asked for, 

The annual reports of the charitable and 
penal institutions indicate that increased ap- 
propriations will be necessary for their proper 
maintenance. Complaints of insufficient 
room are numerous, and additional buildings 
will be asked for. 

Several educational institutions of the State 
are making the same complaint. The men- 
bers who have been giving the financial ques- 
tion some thought say that it is Ly far the 
most important one that will confront the 
Legislature, They say that along with this 
demand for largely increased appropriations 
is a sentiment among the people that taxes 
must be lowered rather than increased. Then, 
too, there is the State debt which must receive 
attention. It is well anderstood that the 
Finance committee will have its hands full 
during the session in devising a financial plan 
that will meet the condition of affairs.

Mr. Knott Has a Line from Charleston to 
Barcelona and Genoa,

pected here Sunday. It will take on a cargo 
of cotton for Barcelona. The Merchant 


Prince will follow it, and will make the sec- 


ond trip in about ten days. The cargo has 
been engaged for Genoa. The Merchant 
Prince is now at Boston. These two vessels 
are the pioneers of a direct line of steamships 
to be run by Knott, the owner of the Prince 
steamship line between this port and Barce- 
lona and Genoa. Knott is said to be one of 
the wealthiest ship-owners in the world, and 
has vessels ply between all the impor- 
tant ports of the globe. He hasestablished a 
fortnightly service between Charleston and 
the Mediterranean, The vessels have not only 
the finest freight capacity but also accommo- 
dation fora number of passengers, and to 
this department of the business special at- 
tention will be directed.

HAS A RELIC OF THE PREHISTORIC AGE. 


Col. Ray's Portion of a Skeleton That Per- 
haps Came from a Giant. 

Farao, N. D., Dec, 16.—[Special. ]—Col. J. 
H. Ray of Dickinson, this State, owns a relic 
of the prehistoric ages, It was dug up in a 
grave) pit one mile from Glendive, in Eastern 
Montana. It has been examined by members 
of the Smithsonian Institution and Oberlin 
College, and pronounced to be one of the most 
valuable discoveries of its kind ever made on 
the North American Continent. At first it 
was supposed to be the skeleton of a masto- 
don, and Col. Ray was offered large sums of 
money for it, Scientists told him it was a 
section of the vertebre of an extinct bi of 
some kind which they could not name, for the 
books from which they obtained their knowl- 
edge did not tell of any such things. They 
knew it was not any part of an ape, and yet 
from its structure it must have formed the 
backbone of a biped fully sixty feet high, A 
speciman of a human vertebrae from a ined- 
ical college was laid alongside of it that had 
been taken from the frame of a man that was 
six feet high. The relic was found to bea 
perfect counterpart except it was ten 
times as large. The hole through the center 
of the smaller piece of bone is where the 
spinal ccrd, once was, and is said t be an in- 
dication of the size of the brain. The hand of 
an ordinary sized man can be placed in the 
cavity of tne prehistoric relic. size of 
this cavity convinced the scientists that it was 
not a relic from the body of an ape.

Robbers Make Things Lively. 


IN FAVOR OF THE CITY | 


THE WENTWORTH AVENUE SEWER 
ASSESSMENT OASE DECIDED. 


Nine Square Miles of Territory Will Be 
Drained by This Great Improvement— 
Two Branches with Laterals Connect- 
ing to Be Built—Growth and Wealth of 
Chicago Shown by the Heavy Business 
of the Probate Court—Insane Asylum 
Wire Matter to Be Investigated. 


After an absence of twelve hours the County 
Court jury in the Wentworth avenue assess- 
ment case returned a verdict yesterday in 
favor of the city. The verdict gives the city 
the right to construct one of the most im- 
portant sewers it has yet undertaken. It will 
cost in the neighborhood of $1,000,009 and 
will drain about nine square miles of territory 
within the city limits, extending from Eighty- 
seventh street on the nurth to the Calumet 
River on the south, and from a mile to a mile 
and a half on either side of Wentworth ave- 
nue. In the district are such settlements as 
West -Roselana, West Kensington, Gano, 
Brainerd, Beverly Heights, a portion of South 
Englewood, and West Pullman. This terri- 
tory has no system of sewerage at the present 
time and the sewage has no outlet. 
The drains or sewers, or whatever 
they are, run into the open ditches, where their 
contents fester and stagnate and breed 
noxious affluvig which must necessarily 
result in bad itary conditions, in disease 
and death. The proposed sewer will have two 
branches at the beginning—one commencing 
on Halsted and Eighty-seventh streets and 
extending south to Ninety-ninth street, where 
it turns eastward to Wentworth avenue. At 
Tracy avenve this branch connects with 
another, whose initial point on the north is 
Eighty-seventh street and Railroad avenue. 
The two sewers connecting at Tracy and 
Wentworth avenues are continued by a nine- 
foot sewer, which gradually enlarges until it 
becomes a ten and a half font sewer as it flows 
into the Calumet River just south of One 
Hundred and Ninth street. It drains most of 
the territory lying between State street on the 
east, Western avenue on the west, Eighty- 
seventh street on the north, and One 
Hundred and Tenth street on the south. 
The sewer as constructed will be the main 
channel for ull the lateral sewers within the 
territory and will be of sufficient dimensions 
to accommodate all for a century to come. By 
the time the sewer is constructed the district 
will probabiy have a populetion of 15,000, 

The objection to the improvement proceeded 
mostly trom the non-resident property-owners. 
On their behalf a remonstrance against the 
assessment was sent to the Council some 
months ago. The remonstrance was signed, 
among others, by Eugene S. Pike, George 
Willard, N. Botsford. Jerome P. Bowes, the 
West Pullman Land Association (assessed for 
$40,000), Emma A. Leahy, Joha T. Brockway, 
J. W. Brock way, John Breen, James Fittiway 
(who represented themselves as owners of fifty 
acres), the Chicago and Rock Island company 
(which owns sixty acres). 

During the trial of the case, which lasted 
just four weeks, there were twenty attorneys 
representing the property-owners. The battle 
for the city was fought by F. W. C. Hayes and 
H. S. Waldron. The objectors alleged that 
the ordinance was lobbied through the Council 
by a number of sewer builders and con- 
tractors, and that real estate sharks, who 
owned bottom lands, wanted to get them 
drained at the expense of city property. 
owners. A motion to have an order entered 
dismissing the condemnation proceedings was 
argued and defeated. 

Attorneys Hayes and Waldron told the court 
that Juror Lincoin had made several attempts 
to obtain bribes from them. Au investiga- 
tion followed which resulted in Judge Brown’s 
sentencing Lincoln to one year’s imprison- 
ment in the County Jail. Afterwards it was 
shown that he was a morphine user and not 
responsible for his acta. His discharge from 
jail followed, It was then determined to geta 
jury of business-men which was done. 

It appeared on investigation that owners 
representing $625,000 of the assessment made 
no objection to it, 

The work under the ordinance will now pro- 
ceed. Had the Department of Public Works 
been a little more lively the contracts could 
be let by Jan. 1, for under the Madden ordi- 
dance passed last summer bids could have 
been advertised pending the confirmation of 
the assessment. 


DEFECTIVE WIRES IN THE ASYLUM. 


R. H. Kerr Says the Danger of Fire from 
Them Is Great—Investigation Ordered. 
R. H. Kerr, Superintendent of the Cook 

Younty Compact, No. 159 La Salle street, who 

places the insurance on all county buildings 
outside the city, appeared before the Public 
Service committee of the Cuunty Board yes- 
terday to makea statement regarding the 
means of fire protection at the Insane Asy- 
lum. The attention of the insurance men had 
been called to the asylum, he said, by an ar- 
ticle in the newspapere stating that the electric 
bells in the institution, used for transmitting 
fire alarms, did not work. He visited the in- 
stitution and asked Supt. Sawyer how many 
of the bells did not work, 

„ They all work now,” said the Superintend- 
ent. but they won't work an hour from 
now.“ 

I then made a thorough examination of 
the building, continued Mr. Kerr, ana I 
found that eight-tenths of the wires in the 
building were totally relieved of their insula- 
tion. The danger f fire on that account is 
very great, as everyone knows. Owing to the 
fact, also, the bells there cannot be kept in or- 
der more than an hour or two at a time. The 
plant is therefore practically useless. I found 
also that the alarm on the top of the building 
will not work at all. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that an entire new set of wires be 
strung throughout the building. About fifty 
feet of new hose is needed. These things must 
be fixed up or the insurance people will void 
their policies.“ 

County Electrician Campsil asked to be 
heard in explanation. He said that Supt. 
Sawyer, as he did not win a suit brought 
against a man who escaped from th@asylum 
with his wife, who was aninmate ata time 
the electric bell did not work, had made pub- 
lic his statement regarding the bells. 

The Commissioners promptly called Mr. 
Campsil to order and he then stated that the 
old board had told bim that it desired to be 
economical and had told him if he would fix 
up the bells to the violent wards he need not 
touch the rest. 

Commissioner Allen of the old board asked 
Mr. Campsil if he had not reported to that 
body that the electric system of the asylum 
was in first-class shape and Mr. Campsil said 
he had but that he referred to the electric 
light plant. ‘ 

e Insane Asylum committee was ordered 
to investigate the matter.

Walter H. Wilson Pays $210,000 for Nos.

The extraor- 
dinary depth of the lot reduces the square 
foot price materially. Without reference to 
this depth the price paid per square foot is ex- 
ceedingly low. 

The purchase is the first important deal in 
Madison street property west of La Salle 
street made since the Security Building, 
corner of Fifth avenue, was leased for ninety- 
nine years, 

Mr. Wilson in speaking of the purchase last 
evening said that he was buying for a client 
who was desirous of securing a deep lot. 

The lot was purchased in 1872 by Mr. Har- 
lan for $64,000. He at once erected the build- 
ing, so that his original investment repre- 
sented an outlay of $100,000. / 

The Chicago Stock Exchange, will sech 
from the Peck estate the most favorable lease 
ever executed in Chicago. For an annual 
rental of $1 this organization will be given 
about 5,000 square feet of floor space in the 
new building to be erected at the southwest 
corner of Washington and La Salle streets. It 
will enjoy the advantages of such a rental for 
a term of fifteen years from May 1, 1894. The 
new building will front 100 feet on Washing- 
ton and 180 feet on La Salle street. The 
Stock Exchange room will de in the southwest 
corner of the building. It will de nearly 
— or possibly 60x80 feet in dimensions. 
There will be two street entrances, as well as 
an entrance from the alley which extends

Early in the summer the intention was to 
improve only the Peck corner, 100 feet square, 
and with that in view the Stock ‘Exchange was 
offered space at terms which. were not nearly 
so generous as those now secured. Later on 
the Peck estate arranged to lease the Fuller 
property and almost doubled the ground space 
to be improved. A new proposal was made 
to the Stock Exchange providing for a larger 
room to be moved back farther from the 
Washington street front. 

The arrangements with the Stock Exchange 
do not involve asa part of the consideration 
the removal of the offices of private members 
of the exchange to the new building. 

The Peck estate recognizes the prestige 
which the exchange will carry toa building 
and the prospects of its rapid growth as Chi- 
cago becomes more and more a money cen- 
ter.

DROOPING MARKETS. 
DEPRESSION IN WALL STREET AF. 
FEOTS OHIOAGO SEOURITIES. 


A Sharp and Unexpected Break in Wheat 
the Feature of the Chicago Grain Mar- 
kets—Corn and Oats Sympathetically 
Easier—Provisions Less Active and Bar- 
ley Steady—News from South Water 
Street— Miscellaneous Information from 
Financial and Commercial Centers. 

Weakness was the feature of the stock market 
yesterday. Prices were exceedingly heavy at the 
opening, probably in some degree reflecting the 
general weakness of the New York market. All 
the opening prices were at declines of one or two 
points, but there was generally steady recovery 
from these opening prices. West Side stock 
opened at 213% ahd sold up to 215%. The ad- 


| vance did not hold in the afternoon; the stock 


sold off at 214 and cloeed at 214%, with bids inthe 
market K under the closing price. About all the 
transactions of the day were for the account. 
The course of North Side was much the same as 
West Side. The opening was heavy, the first sale 
being 275%. There was at first a further decline, 
the stock selling as low as 274% for the account 
and 273% regular. Later it reaeted, going up to 
276. The closing price was 275 for the account 
and the market was not strong, 

There was unusual activity in Street’s Stable 
Car stock, and the activity resulted in lower 
prices. Sharp selling of account stock to the 
extent of 1,250 sharescarried the price in the morn- 
ing down to 30%. The stock was pretty well taken 
considering the amount that came on the market, 
but after that stock was absorbed the market 
showed no rallying power. Only a little stock 
was offered in the afternoon, but the littie car- 
ried prices down farther than did the heavy sell- 
ing in the morning. The stock went off to 29% 
for the account and closed at that prico. 

There.was fair activity in the Brewery stocks, 
and quotations were unchanged. Some seller 60 
Milwaukee and Chicago common was put out. 
The common stock was rather firmer than the 
preferred, quotations for the latter going off to 
43%. The statement is officially contirmed that 
the eurnings for the fiscal year ending Sept. 30 
were not sufficient to pay the Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago preferred dividend, and that October earn- 
ings were drawa on to some extent to make 

ayment. That fact, however, seems to be of 

ittle consequence in view of the present rate 
of earnings. The net earnings of the Mil- 
waukee and Chicago company for October and 
November, after paying all operating expenses, 
were $231,000. Of this $29,000 is required for in- 
torest, $32,000 was charged off for devreciation of 
plant, $10,000 charged off for possibie bad debts, 
and there still remained $160,000 net applicable 
for dividends, even after these liberal deductions. 
This is at the rate of $060,000 net per annum. The 
annual requirement for preferred dividend is 
$301,000.. That would leave $659,000 applicable to 
dividends on the common stock, or at the rate of 
18 per cent. Even this estimate of earnings, how- 
ever, officials of the company say will be far over- 
stepped by the actual earnimgs for the year. Con- 
ee predictions of net earnings of $1,500,000 are 
made. 0 

Lake Street Elevated stock was higher yester- 
day. There was a market forit at 25 and there 
was comparatively active trading. Itis now re- 
garded asa itive fact that the road has 
changed hands and the prospect is eonsidered 
good for building it. This brings it as an element 
in the street car situation. The enthusiastic be- 
lievers in street car stocks assert that elevated 
railway competition will have no effect upon rail- 
way earnings, while those who do not take such 
sanguine-views of the street railway feature be 
lieve that the two elevated roads being construct- 
éd on the West Side will, if they do not actually 
cut down receipts, at least prevent traffic from 

owing at anything like the rate of increase 
it has beretofore shown. Even those believers in 
the great value of street railway securities who 
declare that these elevated railroads will have no 
effect on the West Side property never omit to 
call attention to the fact when they are enum- 
erating the points in favor of North Side that it 
is the only street railroad that has no elevated 
competition. 

People who bought Diamond Match at 162 and 
Straw Board at 93 within the last few days will 
find little comfort in yesterday’s list of sales. 
Diamond Match, dropped to 152% and American 
Straw Board sold as low as 84%. It is not clear 
to see where the profits were in the originial 
manipulation. It is extremely doubtful if the in- 
siders sold enough stock to get out at a profit, for

WHEAT MAKES A SUDDEN BREAK. 


The Trade Surprised by the Weakness— 
Other Commodities Suffer Somewhat. 
Wheat surprised the trade generally by the sud- 
den development of weakness yesterday. It has 
been so well supported that considerable confi- 


‘dence in it had been encouraged among specu- 


lators generally. The break was all the more 
notable from the fact that there was no satis- 
factory explanation forit. There was no change 
in the conditions that have ruled for some time, 
but all at once its friends seemed to desert it and 
away it went. I“ is likely that the stringency in 
the money market may have had sometbing to do 
with the seliing by some of the traders, but 
to a great many it look like a deliberate 
attempt on the part of the clique to 
“shake out the numerous tradere who have 
“toiled on” in the hope of getting advantage of 
the advance they felt was coming under the mani- 
pulation of the clique. Whatever it was it was 
effective. May opened around 77%c, and sold up 
to 77% c, with a fair trade. Then some of Cudahy’s 
brokers sold half a million or so and brokers who 
have been identified with the clique sold auother 
half million. Local short sellers thought they 
saw a chance to make sume money and an 
hammering the market. Confidence apparently 
deserted all of the bulis, and when left without 
support the price slid off quickly to 770.

Mr. Stedman’s new volume is also derived 
from a series of lectures—that, namely, which 
formed the initial course of the Percy Turn- 
bull Memorial Lectureship of Poetry at Johns 
Hopkins. It is no disparagement of Mr. 
Stedman’s masterly work to say that it makes 
less easy and agreeable reading than Mr. 
Lowell’s monograph. For Mr. Stedman has 
chosen a subject which involves a certain 
amount of metaphysics, and requires 
for its analysis a critical method 
of some technicality. His pages treat of the 
quality and attributes of poetry itself, of its 
source and efficacy, and of the enduring laws 
to which its true examples are conformed. 
The elements of poetry are discussed in sep- 
arate chapters respectively entitled Beauty, 
Truth, Imagination, and The Fac- 
ulty Divine: Passion, Insight, Genius, Faith.“ 
Of the nature of poetry Mr. Stedman has at- 
tempted a working definition—viz,: ** Poetry 
is rhythmical, imaginative language, express- 
ing the invention, taste, thought, passion, and 
insight of the human soul. This definition is 
sufficient for the author's immediate purp se. 
but we doubt whether it will find a more general 
acceptance than previous attempts have en- 
joyed. Indeed, its author expressly declares 
that the essential spirit of poetry is inde- 
finable. It is something which is perceived 
and felt through a reciprocal facuity shared by 
human beings in various degrees. The poetic 
spirit is absolute and primal, acknowl-dged 
but not reducibie, and therefore we postulate 
it as an axiom of nature and sensation.”’ 

A judicious eclecticism, a devotion to lofty 
ideals, and a profound faith in the noble 
mission of are the characteristic notes 
of Mr. Stedman's criticism. A noticeable 
feature of the work is the effort to find a 
scientific basis for the data of esthetics. We 
are bidden, for example, to observe that 
rhythm is a universal order. 

There is small need to descant upon the uni- 
vérsality of rhythm in all relations of force and 
matter, nor upon its inherent consonance with 
the lightest. the profoundest sensations of the 
living soul. The earliest observers saw that life 
was rhythmical; that music, for instance, affects 
the most diverse animate genera, from the voice- 
less insect and serpent to bird with its semi- 
vocal melody, and the man whom it incites to 
speech and song. But our new empiricism, fol- 
lowing where intuition leads the way, compre- 
hends the function of vibrations; it perceives 
that every movement of matter, seized upon by 
universal force, is vibratory ; that vibrations, and 
nothing else, convey through the body the look 
and voice of nature to the soul: thus alone 
can one incarnate individuality address its fellow. 
The word describing their action is in evidence: 
they thrill“ the body, they thrill the soul, both 
of which respond with subjective, interblending 
vibrati according to the keys, the wave- 
lengths, of their excitants. 

Again he thus defends the idealist concep- 
tion of beauty as against the impressionists: 

Beauty is confessedly not a substance; you can- 
not weigh it with scales or measure it with a yard- 
stick; but it lies in a vibratory expression of sub- 
stances. It characterizes that substance which 
enforces upon intelligence—in our case upon 
human intelligence—a perception of its fitness. 
In the mind of a creative poet it is a quality of 
his imagined substance—poetry dealing, as we 
have seen, with the shews of things and treat- 
ing them as if real. Moral and intellectual 
beauty is the spiritual analogue of that which is 
sensuous. .. Grant that our sense of mater- 
ial beauty is the impression caused by vibrations; 
then the quality regulating those vibrations is what 
I mean by the beauty of the substance whence 
they emanate. 

In fact, as Mr. Stedman points out, the 
realist and the impressionist, each after his 
own fashion, are fellow-worshipers of beauty 
with the idealist. 

They simply are in rebellion against hackneyed 
standards, They have adopted some fresh, and 
therefore welcome notion as to what is attractive. 
They are unwittingly wooing beauty in a new 
dress—the same dess, with more disguises 
than Venus Mater. One may even.compare beauty 
to the wise and charming wife who encourages a 
fickle husband's attentions at a masquerade. 
She has a thousand graces and coquetries. At 
last the masks are removed. What, is it you? 
And still superior to all others! The recanta- 
tion of beauty, 11 ists, realists, and 
impressionists alike, is the search for her in some 
other of her many realms. The individual im- 

ressions enrich our museum of her. portraitures. 
The impressionist depicts her not as she was 
known to Phidias, or Raphael, or Velasquez, but 
as she appears to his own favored vision. 

On the other hand, the author expressly rec- 
ognizes dive t racial standards of beauty. 
Every race its culminating or concur- 
rent idea of beauty, which is affected, again, 
by the conditions of life in the different re- 
gions of the race’s establishments. In art 
these have resulted in various academic stand - 
ards, the excellence of which cannot be dis- 
credited. Every people recognizes an 
extra- mundane conception of beauty, founded 
in the spirit of man, and this again conforms 
itself to the spirit of each race. The 
best critic is the universalist, who sees the ex- 
cellence of either the objective or the subject- 
ive phase of expression according as it is nat- 
ural to one’s race and period.”

The Aldine House edition of Landor’s “ Im- 
aginary Conversations has been followed by 
a selection, in two volumes, from Landor's 
poetical works. As the editor, Mr. Charles 
G. Crump, observes: “It is surprising that 
Landor should have cared to collect the 
album verses, the poetic tributes to young 
ladies, the mere scraps scrawled down by an 
idle pen, which inake so large a show in his 
works and obscure so much his real successes. 
To reprint this mass of verse is to prolong the 
injury Landor did to his own fame.“ 
Even of the poems embraced in this selec- 
tion it is safe to say that compara- 
tively few are endowed with real vitality. 
Thor ughgoing Landorians, however, will be 
likely to complain that some of their favorite 
pieces have been omitted. On the other hand, 
Mr. Crump has included a classical poem of 
600 or 700 lines, called From the Phocans. 
which has never been reprinted since its first 
publication. Landor was dissatisfied with the 
poem and did not care to complete it. (Lon- 
don: J. M. Dent & Co. $2.50. 

A beautiful piece of bookmaking is the new 
edition of Mrs. Oliphant’s ‘‘ Makers of Ven. 
ice, which has just been published by Mac- 
millan & Co. The volume contains forty- 
eight illustrations by H. R. Holmes, F. S. A., 
thirty plates representing the churches, pal 
aces, and other buildings for which Venice is 
famous, and, as frontispiece, a copy of 
Bellini’s portrait of Leonardo — * 
The absence of an index, however, is a serious 
defect. This is a companion volume to the 
special edition of the Makers of Florence,“ 
which appeared last year. 

Mr. Joseph Pennell has drawn some char- 
acteristic pictures of London streets, for which 
Mr. Justin McCarthy has written a descriptive 
text, enlivened by humorous or fanciful 
touches anda little gossip. Between thein 
they have made an interesting book, which is 
published by Macmillan & Co. under the title 
*“* Charing Cross to St. Paul's. 

Charles and Mary Lamb’s ever-delightful 
Tales from Shakspeare, with Canon Ain- 
ger's introduction, ia published in one hand- 
some volume by Porter & Coates of Philadel- 
phie. The work is illustrated by twenty-one 
photo-engravings, many of which are taken 
frum pictures in the famous Boydell collec- 
tion. Of the tales themselves Canon Ainger 
says with truth: These trifles, designed for 
the nursery and the school-room, have taken 
their place as an English classic. To many 
a reader they have undoubtedly proved (in 
their authors’ words) enrichers of the fancy, 
a lesson of all sweet and honorable thoughts 
and sctions, to teach courtesy, beniguity, gon- 
erosity, humanity.” 

From the same publishers we receive a new 
edition of Longfellow’s “ Hyperion,” taste- 
fully bound and illustrated with photo-engrav- 
ings of natural scenery and works of archi- 
tecture in Switzerland, Bavaria, and the Rhein- 
pfalz. Both of these books do credit to the 
publishers’ taste. 

After Twenty Years,” which gives a name 
to the collection of short stories by Julian 
Sturgis, which has just been published by 
Longmaus, Green & Co., is the only one of the 
number that has not already appeared 
in print. To most readers, however, 
the contents of the book will be “as 
good as new,” inasmuch as the first 
story of the series, The Philosopher’s 
Baby,“ was printed in 1874, and some of the 
others are nearly as old. Ail of them are 
cleverly and effectively written, though not 
all of them are equal in merit. The scholarly 
epicureanism of a cultivated English gentie- 
man is admirably portrayed in the character 
of Claudian Fairholme; and some of the satir- 
ical sketches, if a trifle forced, will doubtless 
be found amusing. We prefer the subpathetic 
sentiment of An Unimportant Person” and 
“The Romance of an Old Don,“ both of 
which are told with fine delicacy and sweet- 


ness. 
Tyndall's “ Fragments of Science” has 
reached a sixth edition, of which the Messrs. 
Appieton are the publishers. This is by no 
means a mere reprint of matter presented in 
revious editions. The work has been care- 
ully revised by the distinguished author, who 
has added some tifteen new essays, and cor- 
rected or recast the older articles, thus bring- 
ing the contents of the volume up to date. 
The increase of matter necessitated an ex- 
pansion of the work into two volumes, which, 
with the New Fragments, recently issued, 
are said by Prof. Tyndall to include all 
of his occasional writings that he has decided 
to preserve in permanent form. They coth- 
prise the most important discussions of nat- 
ural phenomena, with conclusions drawn, in 
the departments of chemistry, celestial and 
terrestrial, and in the study of the great forces 
of nature. The author states that, holding as 
he does the nebular hypothesis, he is logically 
bound to deduce the life of the world from 
forces inherent in the nebula, and with this 
view it seemed but fairto associate the rea- 
sons which cause him to conclude that every 
attempt made in our day to generate life inde- 
pendently of antecedent life has utterly 
broken down.

State Department Promises to Make Over- 
tures on the Registration Act. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—Information 
was receifed by Federal authorities yesterday 
that word had been sent by the Chinese Six 
Companies that there would be no further re- 
sistance made to the Geary Registration law. 
It was said opposition to the enforcement of 
the Geary act would be discontinued on ac- 
count of the decision of Justice McKenna of 
the United States Circuit Court in the habeas 
corpus case of Ny Hoy Low and the opinion 
of Judge Billings of Louisiana declaring the 
law constitutional. At the Chinese Consulate, 
however, Secretary Tang Hang, speaking for 
the Consul, denied that opposition to the 
Geary act wouid be withdrawn. By the last 
mail from China he said this consulate re- 
ceived an official reply from the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to a monster petition sent by the 
Chinese of this country to the Emperor 
asking his assistance. A communication in 
reply sigued by Prince Chung, Chief of the 
Department of State. says the Emperor

It was but natural that he should feel 
humanely toward the *‘ pauper labor of Amer- 
ica—the wives of 60,000,000 kings who have 
no subjects, etc.”” How thankful we Ameri- 
cans should be that Mr. Kipling, as he says, 
does not laugh at us any more be 
cause we have to depend on an 
mefficient race for inefficient servants” 
in our poor attempts at housekeeping. The 
inetlicient service is very hard to put up with, 
but so long as Mr. Kipling forbears to laugh 
at our sad plight we will try to endure with 
patience the ills that Providence and the Em- 
erald Isle see fit to sendus. And yet, way 
down in our heart of hearts, we are longing 
to make the acquaintance of that “‘ respectful, 
amiable, industrious, sixteen-pound house-

ACTS AS PRESCRIPTION CLERK. 


A Bright Young Brooklyn Woman Enters 
a New Field of Work. 


Miss Mahegin is a young, attractive, and re- 
fined woman who fills competently and ener- 
getically the rather unusual position of pre- 
scription clerk in a large drug shop in Brook- 
lyn. 

Of peculiar and gratifying interest, then, is 
the success of this girl prescription clerk, who 
keeps the same hours, has the same duties, 
and receives the same pay as the men em- 
played in the establishment, and, according 
to testimony of her employer, is the most 
vapable, conscientious, and responsible as- 
sistant he has been able to secure during the 
thirty years he has been engaged in the drug 
business. Not only because of its demonstrat- 
nung the ability of one woman to assume the 
duties of such a responsible business, but 
also because it opens to self-supporting women 


a new field of work wherein, if they encounter 


opposition on account of the innovation, they 
will not face competition with an army of un- 
derpaid women wage earners there before 
them. 

The main objection to the work, according 
to Miss Mahegin’s testimony, is the long 
hours of service, from 8 in the morning until 
10 or 11, sometimes even 12 at night, with only 
one afternoon in the week off duty and every 
other Sunday. But so varied are the duties 
from hour to hour, so full of interest because 
freighted with serious responsibility, that 
the time passes quickly. So far as her treat- 
ment in the service of customers is concerned 
she has encountered nothing unpleasant, and 
as for the lete hours, she finds that many 
other women are also late home from work, 
and she meets with no adventures serious 
enough to be remembered. In her opinion 
the work is of a kind peculiarly fitted to 
women, thie delicate weighing, the accurate 
measuring, the great caution demanded, the 
seriousness of even small mistakes. and above 
ail the neatness and order required in the prep- 
aratiot, of medicines, the making of tinct- 
ures, the compounding of pills, all are most 
decidedly within the woman’s province. 

‘One great objection to the employment of 
women urged by most druggists is that the 
work is too heavy for them, but this proprie- 
tor, who evidently belongs to the century of 
progress in which he lives, says he doesn’t see 
why a woman prescription clerk should go into 
the cellar and unpack boxes any more than a 
man should in the same place. Junior clerks 


are always employed and are expected to do 


the heavy work. Another objection urged, 
which he acknowledges, is that men objecf to 
the presence of. ladies behind the counter and 
prefer to purchase many things of men clerks, 
but this he finds more than offset by the lady 
customers, who are very glad to find one of 
their own sex in attendance, and as there are 

uite as many women as men coming into a 
dzae store with prescriptions he argue I that 
the woman clerk should be employed in every 
establishment. Finally he said that he would 
feel perfectly secure to go to Europe for a 
year and leave his business in charge of Miss 
Mahegin, knowing that no mistakes would be 
made during his absence, and that every de- 
tail of the work would Le faithfully super- 
vised. 


UPHOLSTERY AS A TRADE FOR GIRLS. 


It Is Profitable Work and Women Could Do 
It Successfully. 

The statement that a girls’ class in house 
upholstery is one of the recent additions to an 
industrial school of the city gives emphasis to 
a complaint recently uttered by a house- 
keeper. I wish,’’ said she, I knew of some 
woman who would come in occasionally to re- 
cover chairs and sofas, make over mattresses, 
make slip covers, and the hke. To send them 
out is not only more expensive in the actual 
price charged, but I have yet to find an honest 
upholsterer. 

„My experience with them has been almost 
an unbroken series of deceptions, small and 
22 as the opportunity offered. Last spring 

sent out a sofa to be covered in muslin ready 
for a final cover this fall. In September I 
called in Another man to put this on, as the 
one who had put it into shape had moved 
away. He showed me in a woment how 
shamefully I had been deceived in the re- 
making. There was not an ounce of hair in 
the sofa, some worthless material which re- 
mains soft and like hair fora brief time, till 
ape. having been substituted for the fine

t would cost me 815, the new man told 
me, to replace it.. Even the big shops are not 
always safe, for the most reliable houses are 
in the end dependent upon their upholsterer. 
who may be, and sometimes is, a rascal, as I 
know also from experience to be the case, I 
lieve, however, I would trust a woman, and 
I don’t see why she could not make a good 
living at the trade, either going out or in a 
shop of her own.—New York Times.

Anne of 
Austria was 38 when described as the most 
beautiful woman in Europe. Mme de 
Maintenon was 48 when united to Louis, and 
Catharine of Russia 33 when she seized the 
throne .she occupied for thirty-five years. 
Mile. Mar was most beautiful at 45, and Mme. 
Récamier between, the ages of 35 to 55. The 
question of u hat is naturally che golden age of 
womanhood. is thus generalized: The 
most lasting and intense passion is 
not inspired by two-decade beauties. 
The old saw about sweet 16 is exploded 
by the truer knowledge that the highest 
béauty does not ‘dwell ia immaturity. For 
beauty does not mean alone the fashion of 


form and coloring,as found in the waxen doll. 


The dew of yquth and a complexion of roses 
sometimes combine in a face that is as un- 
moving and unresponsive as though lacking 
utteriy the life spark. Youth is callow, crude, 
unstirring. A woman’s best and richest years 
are from 26 to 40. It is an arrant error for 
any woman to regard herself as passée at an 
earlier day. America is responsible for teach- 
ing women that they are old at 30. This feel- 
ing does not exist in Europe. Go into the 
best society of London and of the continent 
ana see the graciously matured women who 
are its leaders. k at Ouida's heroines. 
Grandmothers are described as ravishing per- 
sous and quite capable of ruffling the plumed 
wings of Cupid. Where does this nineteenth- 
century Juvenal get the models upon which 
these characters are built if not from the so- 
ciety she has studied? Men of the world un- 
derstand that a mature heart, like mellow 
fruit, is most delectable, ana a high-bred 
beauty of 28 can confidently dispute for the 
yz: apple with the less experienced maid 
of 17. b 

In the course of years a time arrives when 
the coming of age must be recognized. when 
the rnuscles begin to relax, the skin to lose its 
polish, and roundness and softness give place 
taangles. The style of dress must then be 
altered to suit personal losses, Contentment 
and good humor will still outrival ail medical 
inventions as a preservative of youth A 
wuman, beautiful in all else but wanting 
mirth, will grow old, sour, thin, and sallow, 
while the merry, fun-loving woman will be 
fresh and sweet despite life's happenings and 
sorrows. A native simplicity helps to perpet- 
uate youthfulcharm. Affectation is a country 
bumpkin, simplicity a royal sciun. 

With great emphasis this writer insists that 
every person should sleep alone, and she 
claims that all physicians will support this in- 
junction. To preserve youth and beauty the 
magnetie forces must be conserved. In elec- 
tricity the negative draws from the positive 
pole, and with two persons in proximity the 
highly charged magnetic temperament will be 
depleted by the inferior.

Canova is said to 
have, studied sixty different women for his 
statue of Venus. f course women of tech- 
nically perfect beauty are scarce. The life of 
er beauties is not to be envied. 

hey are always expected to be looking their 
best and are surrounded by critics keen to see 
the first ravages of time. An old writer has 
said: The woman of extraordinary beauty, 
who has sufficient intellect to render her of 
independent mind, ought also to assume the 
quills of the porcupine in self-defense.” 

But perfect beauty according to art stand- 
ards is not essential. Nor is born regularity 
of features. The highest order of beauty 4s 
the soulful, and this because it is the most 
lasting and deeply satisfying. Such is sub- 
stantially the position of this author. But 
physical beauty 1s also to be striven for. A 
general knowledge of physiology, anatomy, 
and chemistry is necessary to this end alon 
with a comprehension of the body as affected 
by dietary, atmospheric, and emotional 
causes. Beauty is due to grace and activity; 
to the vital system, the trunk, digestion, 
flesh texture, tint; the vigor of brain. emo- 
tion, and expression. Here is a broad field 
for self-interpretation and improvement. The 
author advises weman to stand before her 
mirror often in critical judgment aud earnest 
investigation of personal advantages and de- 
fects, as one means of correcting grimaces, 
distorted attitudes, and awkward motions.
